On Tuesday, the 30th of September last, I sailed from Liverpool, 
by l.he steamship "Lake Ontain." of the "Beaver" line, for the 
puipct - of selecting land in North-Western Canada, for the first, 
British Settlement to be located in that great country. I have just 
ittuined to England, having accomplished the object I set befote me 

I first visited Ottawa, the Capital of the Dominion, where I 
was introduced by the Canadian Commissioner of Emigration here 
in London, England. Mr. W. T. R, Preston (who met me in Ottawa 
for that purpose), to the Hon. James A Smart. Deputy Minister 
of the Interior. 

I consulted Mr. Smart as to the most desirable district for the 
Colony I am promoting. He evinced the greatest anxiety to point 
cut the best locality possible, an 1. after careful consideration, ceorn- 
mended certain lands in the jusHy celebrated Saskatchewan Valley, 
on the line of the projected Canadian Northern Railway. He 
assured me that the Canadian Northern Railway would traverse 
these lands. He further agreed to reserve a certain number of 
townships when I had reached a decision. 

I then proceeded tc'Winnipeg. where I met Mr. J. Obedl Smith, 
the Commissioner of Immigration for the Nojth-West, to whom 1 
had a letter of introduction from the Deputy Minister of the 
Interior; Mr. F. T. Griffin, La id Commissioner for the Canadian 
Pacific Railway; Mr. Aldcus. Commissioner of the Hudson Bay 
Company; Mr. D. B. Hanna, third Vice-President of the Canadian 
Northern Railway; and other gentlemen of prominence, all of wlwm 
took a lively interest in my project, and rendered me valuable aid. 
From each and all I had ample confirmation of ‘lie wisdom of tli 
Deputy Ministers choice of locality From‘Mr. Hanna I received 
the assurance that the C.N.R. would be completed through to 
Edmonton by che end of 1903, and would traveise the entire length 
of the townships I had in view. He also, after consulting Mr. 
William MacKenzie, the President of the Railway, gave me a pledge 
that Railway construction would be begun through cur settlement 
soon after ray party arrived, and that any members of the party 
needing to earn wages would be put to wdik on the construction of 
the rcad-bed, at a wage per diem which would be very generous. 
With this assurance I that I was pioceeding on a solid and 

satisfactory basis. I then went West to g;ive the townships indicated 
as a proper location my careful personal inspection. I may say just 
here, that before leaving this Country I had from my cwn knowledge 
of N.W. Oanada., dating back to 1374. decided upon the same region, 


ponds or lakelets, it is a highly favoured region. The best, of water 
may be had anywhere by sinking wells from 8 to 20 feet in depth. 

The N. Saskatchewan and Battle rivers are livers in the true; 
sense, and at all seasons of the year contain a great volume of rapidly 
llowing fresh water, wholesome for both man’and beast to drink. 

TIMBER. 

There is not much timbered or wooded land on any nart of the 
reservation. There is some for building purposes, and enough for 
fuel,for a time. However, good building timber is quite accessible 
on the Battle and Saskatchewan Rivers, along their banks, and on 
islands in the Saskatchewan River. 

LUMBER. OR SAWN TIMBER. Etc! 

I have made arrangements with a large and wealthy firm in 
Edmonton to supply the Colony- with dressed and rough lumber of 
all kinds for house building; also doors, window sashes, shingles, 
mouldings, etc. All these can be brought down the Saskatchewan 
River in the form of rafts. Edmonton is located on that river, and 1 
as the settlement will be only a few miles from its banks (the nearest 
point about 8 miles distant), and there being a good trail from the 
river across the reservation, building supplies can be easily obtained. 
There is a good landing at Fort Pitt. 

As soon as the icc breaks up in the spring, supplies of the above, 
and whatever else we may need, can be floated down the stream. 
This- has been frequently clone for people at Battleford, which is 
still further down the river. 

There is a saw mill at Battleford, but, prices of lumber (sawn 
timber) are much higher than at Edmontc which is a place of 
(3,000 population:. Of course, as soon as the railroad is opened to us 
(within a few months after we reach the location) a depot for the 
supply of all building materials will be established in the settlement. 
It is also the intention to bring in a portable saw-mill to cut timber 
near the settlement. 

I should mention that at Edmonton there is a choice of British 
Columbia lumber and shingles -Ccdlar, Spruce, and Fir, as well as 
native woods. The former are better, and generallv drier, but a 
little dearer. 

FUEL. 

Enough wood for fuel, perhaps for a few years, can be secured 
cither on the homesteads, or in the neighbourhood 1 , and there is an 
abundance of coal—lignite and bituminous, on the Battle and Sas¬ 
katchewan rivers. There is little doubt that coal measures under¬ 
lie the whole country. Coal is sold at Edlmont.on sometimes as low 
as Gs. per ton. 

It is most excellent fuel. I saw it burning at Edmonton, and 
have brought a, sample with me. The question of cheap and abun¬ 
dant fuel is, therefore, for ever settled in the whole Saskatchewan 
YaiLy. The coal seams crop out along the banks- of the streams, 
and farmers go with their waggons and help themselves. 


wealthy Grank Trunk system, which is chiefly owned bv British 
capitalists’, will be extended without delay to the Pacific Coast, and 
tiaverse the North-West some distance North of our British Settle¬ 
ment. All this rapid Railway extension N ample proof that cor¬ 
porations (who do' not invest hundreds of millions without ample 
knowledge) have unlimited faith in the future of the Canadian 
North-West. Here is a sufficient answer to all who would docrv that 
couutiy. Those whe know the country best and have most at stake, 
also liaVe the greatest faith in its future. 

. WORK AND WAGES. 

I was informed by prominent railway men that lailrcad con¬ 
struction was retarded this last season by the lack of men, although 
high wages were offered. Fanners with their big crops also suffered 
fiom this cause. 

Nc man need lack woik who wishes to work, and wages are 
generous--from 6s. to 8s. per day. and from ill upward by 'tbi¬ 
llionth. beard included. 

In this British Colony there will be ample work cn Railway 
construction, and among established farmers not far distant I shall 
be able to place a large number cf men. 

Good, reliable scivant girls of character are in great demand, 
at wages ranging frem £2 to £5 per month. 

RAILROAD LANDS. 

Another pieof cf the rapid piogrcss cf the North-West has been 
the rise in land 1 values. It is admitted on all hands that this will 
be twice as great in the next two years as in the past ten. C.P.R 
lands. which wcic- selling at 12s. per acre'6 months ago. have been 
lcjcentlv advanced to £1 and upward, and I am assured that another 
advance is contemplated in the oailv spring. Those- who wish to 
bu- laihcad lands within the reset vation can secure them fioiri me. 
as' I have them fer sale. Terms. < lie-sixth down, and balance in •’> 
yefus ; interest 6 per cent. 

HOMESTEADING. 

, Before leaving England I can homestead for anv members of 
mvj partv. as I have brought the- proper forms with me for thi.- 
pui.pcse. I am going to do. so for myself and 1 some friends who have 
so requested. I sent! the applications to the Minister cf the Interior 
at Ottawa, who forwards them to the Dominion Land Agent at 
BatjLleford. Those who wish to do this must, of e-oui.se. have con¬ 
fidence in my judgment, but I have inspected the leseivcd lauds 
vciy carefully. If they decide to do this, and then desire to buy 
semt railroad land adjoining their homestead. I can aiiange it. 1 
believe, to their entire satisfaction. But it must be dene at once, 
or these Railway lands must pass out of our hands. I may say just 
here that thousands of Americans homestead through delegates or 
agents, without visiting the country. If on seeing the land the 
settlers are not satisfied with their agent’s choice, the Government 
allows them to change the location without any extra charge. No 


cubical feet for cabin passengers per adult, and half these quantities 
for children. " Small clogs, such as 'fox terriers, will be taken free, 
but large dogs must be paid for. The Company will take charge of. 
and ship free of charge, all baggage on the arrival of the passengers 
at the various stations in Liverpool. 

All packages must be properly labelled with name and destina¬ 
tion, via Beaver Lino and C.P. Railway. No package must weigh 
move than 250 lbs.. 

I have arranged That on board ship there will be no bar to the 
free intercourse of Cabin and Third-class passengers whenever they 
desire to confer with one another in regard to- the future welfare 
of the Colony, and to effect combinations for co-operation when the 
Settlement is reached. I shall myself be on board, and facilitate 
all such meetings and arrangements. There will also be lectures in 
the saloon on board ship, in which much up-to-date information as 
to present methods' of farming in Canada will be given. 

I should add that a bill of fare for the voyage for both Cabin 
and Third-class will be sent each passenger. This bill of fare will, 
1 am sure, be satisfactory. 

It may be well to state that Third-class passengers have their 
meals siivcd on tables. laid with table-cloths, knives, forks, etc., like 
t he Cabin passengers, and have nothing to do with the cooking or 
serving of their food. 

At St. John tile party shall sre-p from the steamer on to the 
train, and shall not be compelled to seek shelter in an emigration 
shed or in hotels. Tf the train is not quite ready when, the steamer 
arrives we shall remain on her until it is. There will, however, be 
lie-ddav. A cablegram will be despatched to the Canadian Pacific 
Hallway officials in Canada when we leave Liverpool, giving number 
and‘classification cf party, according to sexes and ages, andl they 
will provide- trains accordingly. 

INTENDING MEMBERS OF THIS BRITISH COLONY MUST 
TRAVEL BY THE BEAVER LINE. 

It must be distinctly understood that I have made no arrange¬ 
ments with any other steamship line to convey intending members 
of my partv. and only these who bock through me can have lands 
assigned them within the reservation I have secured from the 
Government. 

FARES ON ENGLISH RAILROADS. LUGGAGE, Etc. 

Under the special arrangement made with the steamship coin- 
pain-, no free tickets on any British Railroads will he given to either 
Cabin or Third-class -passengers. Third-class passengers, however, 
holding steamer tickets can obtain railroad tickets at specially 
reduced rates to Liverpool, and I herewith enclose a list of towns 
where they may ho obtained. Passengers holding Third-class rail 
tickets are allowed 120 lbs. of luggage on the English Railways. 
Excess freight must be paid by the passenger. I suggest, however, 
that it might be well to send 1 to Livcv]jool some days ill advance of 
sailing all heavy luggage by goods train. 
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as may be seen by a perusal of my pamphlet, “ British Settlements in 
North-Western Canada. 

At Battleford Mr. Chisholm, the courteous Dominion Lands 
Agent, secured me the services of a thoroughly competent Land 
Guide, Mr. Peter Taylor, who has li--ed in the district for 25 years. 

Hiring a pair cf horses and wag.,-on, and wi :h an outfit of tent, 
provisions, and bedding, I set out for the townships. I liadl a. second 
companion in a Mr. Owen, an American farmer from South Dekcta, 
who has realized 1 an independence in agriculture n that State. This 
gentlemen is of Welsh descent, and although hern in America, cun 
speak the Welsh language fluently. He had Visited the di triet 
about Edmonton in May and June but, not liking it, for-various 
’•rasons, he had returned home without buying. H-. .ring good 
reports of the Saskatchewan Valley, he had retu ntd. and we met in 
the Battleford Stage. We arrange- I to travel together tc inspect 
there lands. I was glad of his company, and to. avail myself of his 
ripe experience. 

Wc: went most carefully over the townships, digging into the 
soil ati many points, investigating ihe water and fuel supply, and 
we Ijoth concluded that the reality far surpassed the most glowing 
ck. '. r.tious we had heard cf the country. We found scarcely any 
vaiu-ii c n in the character of the gjfih and no waste land. As Mr. 
~Ow n said, “ One.could sit down l Igndjfoldcd anywhere, and decide 
to hcmcstcad. and he would make nc mistake." 

We found that the C.N.R. Survey party were just in advance 
■of us, driving the final stakes along the established route of that 
line. We followed these stakes up. and compared their locations 
with a map specially prepared foi me by Mr. Hanna., third vice- 
president. on which, by his instructions, the chief engineer had 
drawn a line indicating the route o! the lailwiry. and found a perfect 
coincidence. 

Peifcctlv satisfied in every respect, wc rapidly retraced cur 
steps, and, hurrying back to Winnipeg. I sent a telegraphic despatcli 
to the Deputy Minister of the Interior, and also a letter asking for 
a reservation cf the townships. 

I then returned to Ottawa, and after several interviews with 
tlie Deputy Minister, I received a letter from him under d'atc of 
November 25th making a reservation of 16 townships, for the 
British Colony—that is, all the even numbered sections, excepting 
sections 8 and 26. which are known as Hudson Bay sections. 

The reservation extends to April 15th. 1903. by which time the 
Colony should be located on the lands. There is a. provision under 
the Dominion Lands Act in accordance with which any members of 
i he party who may wish to defer their coming out for 6 months 
from the 15th April, may do' so by appointing an agent to make 
, ntries for them, paying at the same time the required entry fee 
cf ten dollars. It is important to note this, as it may meet the case 
.if some. But it must be distinctly understood that these going cut 
with the partv in March shall first he provided with homesteads in 

reserved townships. 
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It may he well to quote here the Deputy Minister's letter tr¬ 
ue : — 

“ I need not impress upon you the importance c.f arranging for 
the movement cf the people who will join the Colony just as eailv 
as possible in the year, so that they may have an opportunity of 
going on the land at the earliest possible date in the spiing. and 
thus save a good deal cf time, wliuh is often lost bv settlers in 
delays at the beginning cf their lcsidenee on the land." 

ADDITIONAL COMMENDATIONS OF MY CHOICE OF A 

LOCATION. 

The Editor cf the " Saskatchewan Herald, a lcliabk newspaper 
published at Battleford. writes in his issue cf November 12th : 

Rev. Mr.- Bair went West last week, and selected the site for 
his- Cclcny, and since his return has given additional information as 
to the natiUMand extent of the scheme. 

*’ The site selected is a very desirable one. near the 4th Meri¬ 
dian, where the Government has agreed to u.serve the townships for 
♦hem until spring. 

"" There can be no two opinions as to the suitability of the 
sections chosen." 

The Rev. J. F. Dyke Paiku. Incumbent cf St. George s Church. 
Battleford, an Englishman who ha' lived for many years in the 
Country, and who knows the lands reserved, writes in the same, 
issue of the “Saskatchewan Herald : Knowing the country 

both East and West of the 4th Mciidian. I can fully endorse the. 
good judgment Mr. Ban* has shewn in selecting the location he has, 
and its adaptability for stock and grain raking ; and another advan¬ 
tage is that it will be on the main line cf the Canadian Northern 
Railway. 

The location may be considered by some as at present rather 
far from a Railway, but within a few months after wc reach it we 
shall find ourselves cn one cf the woild's great arteries cf commerce, 
and in the very forefront of civilization, ll is of immense impor¬ 
tance- to be located cn a gieat railway, and in the Canadian North- 
West, all lands along a projected line are taken up in advance of 
construction. 

So much for location. 

SOIL. 

The soil is a rich black vegetable loam, testing upon a great 
depth of clap subsoil. In the judgment of experts, nothing finer 
can be found in NAY. Canada. There- is no locky land on any part 
of the reservation, and very few loose stones lying upon the surface. 
The country everywhere is gently undulating. It might be describe d 
a high rolling prairie. 

WATER. 

It is the best, watered part of the North-West. Lying between 
the two great streams, the N. Saskatchewan and the Battle rivers 
travelsed bv the Big Gully Creek, and with numerous fresh w--U

PRODUCTS OF THE SOIL. 

I have brought, back samples of the products of the soil. They 
are wheat, oats, bailey, rye. peas, fodder com, flax, potatoes, carrots, 
beets, mangolds, turnips, and, indeed, all vegetables produced in 
England. The roots grow to an enormous size, and the yield is 
wondeiful. Wheat is the great staple cereal, yielding from 2 ) to 
50 bushels n:r acre. 

Flax is a most piofitable tiop. picduced with litilc labour and 
cost, and yielding fiom 18 to 24 bushels per acre, and selling at 4s. 
per bushel. There are mills in Manitoba where the flax seed is 
converted into oil and cil-cake, etc. The demand is great and in¬ 
creasing. I was told by former American farmers that North 
Western Canada was the finest country in the world for flax. 

SUGAR BEETS. 

The soil or tne i\cith-West Ipiodmes the finest- sugar beets in 
the woild. A large sugar refinery is now being built in Southern 
Alberta., at a. cost cf £300,000, and the day is not- far distant when 
that country will produce enough sugar for home consumption. 

RANCHING. 

The Saskatchewan Valley s the natural ncme far..cattles and 
horses. LarJe ‘ranches'have be.n long established .j. 'For coimtlijss 
Ages, belb^H&Whk* AnaflAnvadcd the 1 and,Rui H ioiisfofi-TfeiffaIeJes 
roamed the virgin prairies of the Saskatchewan, and to-day the vast 
spaces are still furrowed by their trails. With the- advent of the 
white man the buffalo- has disappeared for ever, but in his place are 
to be seen large herds cf domestic cattle, many of them thorough¬ 
bred animals. With very little feeding, cheap grain and roots', and 
good markets, the farmer can raise cattle and horses at a certain and 
large piofit. Cattle from the Saskatchewan Valley have already 
been sold on the English market. 

GRASSES. 

The prairies everywhere are covered with the most nutritious 
grasses, often yielding two- to- four tons to the acre. Wild vetch 
and pea vine arc abundant. But the cultivated grasses do well, 
timothy and bronie especially, which yield large- crops. 

FRUITS. 

Small wild fruits are abundant in the country-—strawberries, 
gooseberries, raspberries, cranberries, curiants, and in main- places 
plums. 

Apples and other fruits arc imported at reasonable prices from 
British Columbia and Ontario. But the housewife will find plenty 
of small fniits at home to preseivc for winter use. It is held hv 
many people-cf intelligence and wide observation to be ciuitc possible 
to produce apples and plums in the Saskatclu wan Valley. 

FISH. 

The streams and lakes abound in ix'-ilknt lish cf many varie¬ 
ties. 
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GAME. 

Prairie chickens (pin-tailed grouse), ducks, and geese abound, 
and rabbits, antelope, and deer are to-be had. 

There are no dangerous animals or poisonous reptiles of any 
kind. 

CLIMATE. 

I have- no hesitation in saying that the climate of North-West 
Canada is a most invigeiating and enjoyable one. It is sometimes 
verv cold, but it is a dry and'highly exhilarating atmosphere, land 
the testimony of most English people who have lived in the country 
is that it is a, much better climate than that of England, and that 
they do net suffer as much from the cold as in England. 

Thcr o arc but few cloudy days ; the sky is generally wonderfully 
clear, and the effect of this upon the spirits is most enlivening and 
stimulating. Every stranger travelling through the country notices 
the cheerful mein and wondciful alertness of the people. Everyone 
looks happy. There is a marvellous buoyancy and optimism every¬ 
where manifest. Old residents will tell you that it is largely due to 
climate, and there is no doubt of it. 

Foi tlie benefit of those who dread an early start next spring, 
let me quote again from Rev. J. F. Dyke-Parkers letter to the 
Saskatchewan Herald - When we (himself and wife, both 
English) came hero in 1886 we drove 200 miles without seeing a 
habitation, in April, without a tent, camping in blankets by the 
side cf the- waggon, and did 1 not suffer any inconvenience from it.'’ 

The heat of midsummer, together with the long day, rapidly 
matures the harvest. I found the weather, right up to and after 
the 1st November, most delightful. I quote the following from a 
pamphlet published by the " Saskatchewan Herald :—“ In climate 
the distiict is highly favoured, blizzards, cyclones, and tornadoes 
being unknown, and! extremes of ln at or cold of rare occurrence. 

TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 

A good deal has recently appeared in both Canadian and 
English papers relative to the lack of sufficient railway facilities for 
the transportation of the farmers’ products tc the markets'. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway ■ Company have no doubt done- 
all they co-uld to meet the needs of the country, and have been, on 
the whole, moderate in their charges. They have always displayed 
the greatest liberality towards incoming settlers, but the influx of 
people from Europe, and' the United States especially, has increased 
so rapidly this year, and the harvest of 1902 was so immense, that 
it has been impossible for them to meet all the necessities of the 
country. Hence a cry has arisen for more railways. The demand 
has met with instant response. The Canadian Northern Railway 
is being pushed rapidly through to Edmonton, and thence across 
the mountains tc the Pacific Coast. It will traverse cur settlement, 
and will be ready to haul out the harvest of 1903. 

Then another great Railway scheme was announced while I 
was in Canada, and will be put into effect at once. The great and 
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lisk is, therefore, incurred. The homestead fee must accompany 
the application. These, of course, who buy railway lands 
would find it necessary tc retain the homestead chosen. 

HOM RSTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Every male over 18 is entitled to a homestead, or free grant of 
160 acres —a, quarter of a section. Every women, too, who is the 
sole head cf a family, can enter for a homestead. The entry fee is 
ten dbllars, about £2 Is. 8d. The homesteader must perfect his 
entiy by beginning actual residence on his homestead within six 
months from the date of entry. If the entry is made on or after 
1st September the homesteader has until 1st of following June to 
begin residence. The settler, however, who goes into Canada from 
Great- Britain or any European country, may, if he/so desires, have 
a whole year after entry before he, begins residence on his home¬ 
stead, piovided he writes to the Minister of the Interior at Ottawa, 
and states liis case. In a settlement like our British Coleny, where 
all are fiiends, and likely to- guard each other's interests, no one 
would be likely tc lose his homestead, even if the regulations should) 
occasionally fail, through some good cause, to be complied with. 
Then there is a provision which is worth knowing. The homesteader 
miisfc havd HsidedH fei»' six md-nths of each yeaftlor tht&e’.'cciiseeutive 
yeais, dating fi'OBiRthfe' tiind when resident? "ivisfs beguif, 1 “ but HIra- 
six months’ residence" each year neei not necessarily be six consecu¬ 
tive months, but may be made up cf broken periods, cf a month or 
mere at a- time, so long as the settlor can establish, when he tomes 
to make application for patent, that these broken periods amount 
to not- less than the six months within each of three years." Many 
hire cut all summer, pay for some ploughing on their homesteads, 
and spend the winter on the homestead, thus fulfilling the require¬ 
ments of .ae law. Work at good wages is plentiful in summer, but 
not so easy to get in winter. A minimum cf 15 acres to be brought 
und.br cultivation within the three years is required by the Govern¬ 
ment. The house may cost £1 or £100, according to- means and 
taste of homesteader. The Government does not stipulate as to 
this. 

THOSE WHO WISH TO JOIN THE COLONY MUST DECIDE 
AT ONCE AND DEPOSIT PASSAGE MONEY. 

Friends,—The time has arrived to decide whether or not you 
are te embrace this special opportunity, and join the British Colony. 
Within ten weeks the party sails. I have arranged with the Elder 
Dempster Co. (Beaver Line) for a special ship to be specially fitted 
up. and' tc < any none but members of this party. But the Company 
must have several weeks notice before fitting up the ship fer us. 
and, above all, they must have some financial guarantee cf good 
faith. We arc dealing with a responsible Company, and wc must 
shew cuiselves to be responsible. I have, therefore, arranged the 
following plan with Sir Alfred Jones, the President of the- Elder. 
Dcmp.icr Cn. : He will receive deposits of steamship fares in full 
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fioih Liverpool to- St. John N.B., the winter port of the line, and 
where wc shall land next March. The passages of all members of 
a party must be paid in full, and you will say whether you will 
travel Cabin or 3rd class. 

Sir Alfred Jones will deposit the money in the Bank of West 
Africa, in Livcipool. cf which lie is the president, and will -dvc you 
credit on the books cf the Company. You will also receive a receipt 
describing the transaction. 

In the case of Cabin passengers the steamer tickets will either 
be sent shortly before the steamer sails, or else will be handed 
intending passengers on their arrival at Liverpool. Third-class 
passengers must- have their steamer tickets before starting in order 
to.socure reduced Railway tickets. To 3rd ilass passengers I shall 
send an order for the reduced jailway tickets on British Railways. 
You will, further, on payment of the deposit to Sir Alfred Jones, 
send) to me, as leader and organiser of the partv. a complete list of 
the persons for whose passages the money has been deposited, to¬ 
gether with their names and ages, and also mention the amount and 
date of deposit. 

This notification shall be carefully filed. 

The address of Sir Alfred Jones is African House. Water Street, 
Liverpool. 

Let me add that intending Colonists should lose no time in 
making deposits, as rooms and berths on the steamer will be alluded 
ccording to priority of application. All deposits must, if possible, 
ne made before the 1st of February. 1903. 

The party is now likely to number over 2.000. and it may be 
necessary to reject some.

ARRANGEMENTS WITH BEAVER LINK 

As already intimated. I have arranged with the £ldcr, Demp¬ 
ster Company, that. if tile number of intending colonists shall 
warrant it. a spre-ial steamer of sufficient capacity shall he fitted up. 
and specially provisioned for this party. It will piobably be that 
fine steamer, the Manitoba. No Euicpcan emigrants will be allowed 
passages in this steamer. The passengers will be all British. 

Further, cn this special steamer I have airanged that there 
shall be onlv two divisions of passengers-- Cabin and Tilird-class. 
Hirst- and second cabin will be merged in one, and fntni simply 
Cabin. The remainder will form Third-ilass. 

COST OF PASSAGE. 

For the Cabin, the charge will be £8 per adult, children between 
the ages of one and twelve yeais half-fare, under one free. For 
Third-class the- charge will be £5 10s. per adult, children between 
the ages of one and twelve years half-fare, under one free. In 
regard to baggage the Company write me: Wc will make no 

charge for any excess freight as far as tlu c-ccan passage is concerned, 
that is. of course, piovided the excess is net mm h beyond tin- 
quantity allowed, say 15 cubical feet for t hi id-class-. and twenty 
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Third-class passengers must have their steamer tickets in their 
possession to present- at Railway ticket- offices when they apply for 
the reduced railway ticket to "Liverpool. They will kind'-- make 
careful note of this. Further, I shall send to each and all an order 
lei such reduced ticket. The Steamship Company will supply me 
with a book of orders for this purpose. 

FARES ON THE CANADIAN PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

We shall travel from the point- of debarkation over the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway to cur railway objective. The rate is a 
specially reduced one, and is fci colonist fare frem St. John, N.B., 
to Saskatoon, £4 7s. Id. per adult., children between the ages of 
five and twelve years half fare, while.those bat wren the' ages of 
live and one arc carried free on Canadian Railways. If passengers 
wish to transfer from Colonist class tc the tourist car they will lu- 
able to dc: sc on their ai rival at St. John. I have made a special 
aiiangenulit with Mr. Robert Ken. the C.P.Il. Traffic Manager in 
Montreal, to have at least sufficient Tc-urist cais fc-r all the women 
and children of the party. It would be inioessible to provide 
Tourirt cars for all ; and. indeed, single men should be. prepared to 
rough it a little.^ It is betterjr begin at once. However., no,other 
people will be niixca c n'i) with ihosc of mv’paitY ~ ’’’

THE C.P.R. RATES ON GOODS TRAINS. 

The freight rate cn Canadian Pacific goods trains fiom St. John 
tc; Winnipeg is 10s. per cwt. for settlers' effect-, and 1 about the same 
to Saskatoon. Pianos and sewing machines would have to be sent 
bv such 1 1 a ins. and could not auompany the- party West. 

Goc-ds trains (called in Canada freight tiams) tiavcl much more 
slowly than passenger tiains. and lunco all -effect of cur people 
going by these tiains would reach Saskatoon scvcial days after tin- 
party. I am strongly of the opinion that our people should not 
take pianos or organs, oven though Sir Alfred Jones has agreed to 
transport them free of charge on the steamer. They would neces¬ 
sarily cost much to pack and tiansport by rail, and it might he very 
difficult to find a suitable place- to store them at Saskatoon bcsid'js 
all which it would be a great labour and expense to convey them 
fiom Saskatoon to- our location and there they would at first cer¬ 
tainly prove a white elephant. Sewing :mac-Jerries, on the other 
hand, can be “ knocked down." that is. taken to pieces, and packed 
in small compass. I would advise you to take them. Again I 
must emphasize the necessity of cutting down the quantity of 
effects to be taken tc the least possible amount necessary for comfort. 

TOURIST CARS. 

These cars are upholstered, and the beds are provided with 
mattresses, bedding, drop curtains, soap and towels in the lavatory. 
There is a range for cooking in each car, and also a Porter to take, 
eaic of passengers. The cars are- kept warm and comfortable. -I 
liavclled in one both going and returning. 
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COLONIST CARS. 

These ears are not upholstered, and arc not provided with 
bedding or curtains, and passengers must provide their own soap 
and towels. Nor is there any porter on these cars. There is a 
langc for cooking, as on the tourist cars. The Railway Company 
provide, fc-r a merely nominal sum. a good straw mattress at the 
pest cf debaikation. 

AH should take with them the following articles to be used) on 
the cars Pillows, blankets (a good supply), drop curtains (with 
safety pins; tc fasten them) to- be- suspended in Lent of berths from 
a pole which runs the length of the car, soap and towels.

PROVISIONS FOR THE RAILWAY JOURNEY WEST. 

The i ail way journey West will take about four days. There) 
are- restaurants at many stations cn the journey, indicated in the 
C.P.R. guide books, of which 1 shall have a supply for all. Meals 
may bo had at a reasonable pi icc at the sa- stations, but every family 
especially should take- along a gr.-el-sizcd basket, provided with 
cheap enamelled cup 1 -:, plates, knives, folks, spoons, and a teapot 
(all of which will he useful while camping on the farm), also some 
salt, sugar, tea, and coffee, enough fc-r, say, a week. Arrangements 
will he made for securing nrovisicins when we reach St. John. 

C.P.R. FARES 

The Steamship Company have an arrangement with the C.P.R. 
to provide tlie inilioad tickets for passengers on this side of the 
Atlantic-. Tin- reduced fare is not applicable to- passengers pur¬ 
chasing their tic kets on the other side, when the ordinary local rates 
are chaigcd. Intending colonists will therefore remit- C.P. Railway 
fans a- per above mentioned rates, either when sending steamship 
fares, cn- at some date prior to sailing. 

DATE OF DEPARTURE FROM ENGLAND. 

The Party will sail about the middle of March. The exact 
date will be decided early in Fcbiuary, and all intending 
colonists duly nctific-d. In this final circular, in which I shall fix 
the date of sailing. I shall treat i f- any matters overlooked in this 
pamphlet. I invite suggestions. 

SASKATOON, THE END OF THE RAILWAY JOURNEY ON 

THE C.P.R. 

Saskatoon, a village of a few hundred people, and situate cn 
tlu South Saskatchewan river, cn the line cf the Prince Albert 
Biancli cf the C.P.R., will ba the end cf our Railway jcuincy West, 
l-’iom litre to the townships reserved there is a good read or trail, 
especially as far as Battleford. A Mail Stage urns to Battleford 
twice a we.k. 1 travelled by this stage, and foun,d! the read excel¬ 
lent, all streams bridged and bad spots tmnpiked and graded. At 
I Saskatoon theve'yill be provided hciscs. waggons, harness, and pro- 
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visions for the journey, also coverings for the waggons, camp stools, 
and other necessary things. Here the paity will use their tents for 
a few days while getting outfitted for trekking to the settlement. 

The land about Saskatoon is high and rolling, on the banks of 
the South Saskatchewan river, which will supply good 1 water. 

Here, at Saskatoon, are laige shops of all kinds, and all the 
great outfitting firms of the North-West have agencies and supply 
depots. Here is a Post-office, banks, hotels, and boarding houses. 
There is an emigration hall, but not large enough; we must use 
our tents. 

CARE OF WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

I have arranged to have covered light wagvons to come from 
Rattle-ford to Saskatoon, on our arrival to convey the we.men and 
children rapidly through to Batt.lefoid. where they will be housed 
and cared for until the men of the party shall reach the Settlement, 
when they may be brought forward. The expense of this must, of 
course be borne by the members themselves. 

A Committee of the Citizens of Battleford. with the Rev. J. 
F. Dyke^Parker and other clergymen, as well as laymen, at its head, 
v.ill be organized to, receive and specially care for the women and 
children while they are there. 

Men must learn to lough it, but the women and children must 
be specially cared for. 

SHOULD WOMEN AND CHILDREN GO OUT NEXT 
MARCH ? 

I should say yes, when members of the party possess sufficient 
means. When the family is large, or where the condition of health 
should prevent, it might be wise to leave women and children 
behind for six months or a. year. It is most piobablc that a second 
party shall be brought out in the spring of 1904. when any member* 
of families left behind could accompany it. 

THE TOWN OF BATTLEFORD. 

The nearest town of any importance to the chosen location for 
cur settlement is Battleford. a place of about 000 population, and 
located at the junction of the North Saskatchewan and Battle rivers. 
It is situate on a strikingly beautiful plateau, and is a commanding 
site for a coming city. Here the women and children of -ir party 
will be housed for some days, and through it the whole party shall 
pass to our location. 

There are three large stores, carrying in stock everything re¬ 
quired for the house, the farm, or the ranche: two hotels, two 
blacksmith shops, two livery stables; a good grist, saw and planing 
mill and lumberyard; five agricultural implement warehouses, two 
notaries, two doctors; Protestant and Roman Catholic public 
schools, a Church of England, a Presbyterian, and a Roman Catholic 
Church. The public institutions are : An Indian Industrial School, 
conducted by the Church of England, where 100 Indian <! ildren of 
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STORES, OR SHOPS. 

In our British Colony there will be a most excellent opportunity 
from the very start for a large general store, including everything 
the settler may need, or for a number of shops : Dr>- "-oods shop ; 
grocery shop; boot ancl shoe shop ; chemist's shop ; harness shop; 
lumber yard; agricultural implement warehouse; furniture shop, 
etc., etc. 

I should like to hear at once from men of capital, who would 
be willing to engage in businesses other than farming. I should be 
glad if a number of such men would arrange to go out together in 
advance ef the party, sav in February, to make pur- liases. We 
should do ortr own outfitting as far as possible, and keep the monev 
in the hands of our own people. I am ready to co-operate to this 
end. I have arranged connections with mercantile houses iir Canada 
that may prove very helpful. 

I desire to hold a meeting of all gentlemen interested in these 
matters, men of some capital and business experience, to lay mv 
plans before them, and if they will notify me at once that they will 
come I shall be glad. This meeting will be held in mv office here 
oil Monday, the 12th January. 1903. 

A CREAMERY. 

I hope (hat the men of the party who have had experience of 
dairying will combine on the passage out to start a creamery at once. 
It will be needed, auel the Government of Canada encourage such 
an cnletprisc in various wavs. 

Canadian butter and cheese arc now shipped verv extensively 
to England 1 , even from the North-West. The North-W est. I was 
informed when there recently, could do no more than supply the 
home demand for butter next year. 

Here is a line opening for a paying enterprise. 

TENTS. 

After careful investigation in Canada into the question of tents. 
I have decided that it will be much better to have them made here 
in England. It may be possible to purchase some Army tents. I 
will look into this. If not. then it might be economical to have 
them made lure in London. I have hi ought with me catalogues 
■of tents of all kinds used in Canada. The oblong tent with wall 
is in general use. the round end oblong tent is popular. I have, 
therefore, to request all who wish me to order tents to be made in 
this country to write- me at once, staling size and kind of tent, and 
I shall ask some responsible firm to give me an estimate fer the 
lot. Write me fully at cnee. 

Remember, all shall need tents as scon as we reach our railroad 
terminus, and 1 they will be required on the farm until houses are 
built. Here is another reason for prompt decision as to whether 
you arc to join the Colony. 

1 recommend tents of the following dimensions -

posed co-operative Home Farm is only intended for those who can 
i command several hundred pounds capital. 

MY RETURN VOYAGE AND MR. ALFRED MOSEL YS 
INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION. 

Returning cn the good ship Lake Erie." of the Beaver Line. 
I met eight most intelligent 'members of Mr. Alfred Mosclv's 
Industrial Commission, which this public-spirited gentleman recently 
sent to the United States to investigate the industrial situation in 
that country. There were 21 members in the Commission, but the 
others returned by other routes. Mr. Moselv himself went to 
America for the same purpose. At the request of these gentlemen 
I delivered a lecture cn Noith-Wc-t Canada, with special reference 
to Emigration, in the ship's sab on. Mr. Bowerman. Secretary of 
the London Society of Ccnqrositei>. and also an alderman, presided. 
The lecture was well attended. There were several Manitoban- 
present. Englishmen who arc successful farmers in the North-W 
going home tc spend Christmas with friends. Tiny were all i 
enthusiastic over their adopted country, and several made rcmarl 
the close of the lecture to that effa t. Some of them have promisee 
help interest friends in England in cur British Colony, 
members of the Industrial Commi'sion pic- lit vcic agrc.ablv 
pressed with the outlook in Canada, and expressed re gut that 
had not been able to visit the North-West. 

They passed through parts of old Ontario, and were deligh 
with what they saw there. Thev will encourage Emigration 
Canada, and may arrange some "lectures for me this winter 
England. 

If such men as Mr. Alfred Moselv, C M C., nun of abr* 
public spirit, arid enterprise, would send a Commission to report on' 
North-West Canada, and. better still, if they would ctilv set to work 
at. once to raise a fund to send out and lull) start some of the' 
out-of-work resetvists. and other-, they would be doing a good work 
for both Canada and England, thev would be rendering an Imptrial 
service, helping to bind Canada more closely to the Empire and to 
neutralize some present tendench -. Personally. I should be glad 
tc have some of these Reservists in my party, and would do what 
I could to help them on. 

I commend this suggestion to Mr. Mo-elv and ethers of 
kindred mind. 

THE FREE HOMESTEAD IN CANADA WILL SOON BE A 
THING OF THE PAST 

At the present, rate of immi'gration into Canada, especiallv from 
the United States, and which is certain to be on a much vaster 
scale next season, it is not difficult to forsee the end of the Free 
Grant System. Ten years age there was still plenty of good land 
to be given away in the United States, now the Americans arc seek¬ 
ing it in Canada. The obvious le-sou is. don t put off too long the

CHANGE MONEY. 

Colonists should change their English money into Canadian, 
buv a draft on the Bank of Mom real, or Canadian Bank of Com¬ 
merce. or any other good Canadian Bank, and you wilt be able to 
ca-li it at Saskatoon, or at St. John, or Winnipeg. The train stops 
four hours in Winnipeg. English gold is accepted at par, but there 
i- a discount on English silver. 


THE SOCIAL ADVANTAGES OF THE SETTLEMENT 
It is not necessary to emphasize tlicso—they are patent to all. 
In a new and strange land espcci.dlv it is most important to have 
ciirigewal neigh hours, and if these arc from the Mother or Father- 
land. so much the better. For women especially, whose life is to 
be -p.nt on a farm, the certainty of friends and neighbours, is of 
vast importance. 

Isolation and loneliness arc milch the greatest drawbacks of 
pit in c r life in the West. Hard drips* and even privation, may he 
cheerfully borne when the friend- that arc dear are nrcsont to cheer 
and eemfort. So we maintain that the social advantages of our 
British settlement, together with the opportunity to' organize co 


-operation in farming, and other advantag 
despised.

TAXES. 

The only taxes in the country districts arc those for leads and 
-i bools, and as the gieatei part of the school expenses arc paid out 
of the National Tn asm v, which derives its income' from Customs' 
receipts and inland rivrmu. and not from a tax cn land, it follows 
that farmers pav but very little taxes. No lax is jraid to iho Ter¬ 
ritorial Government, and none to the Federal Government. The 
taxi - of the North-West arc. pel haps the lowest of any part of the 
world. lienee, larnn is glow l ii li out «f the fruits of the frartli. 
and. being b ids of the soil, ivciy man owning Iris own land, paving 
unt ti nc. i no. he i-. perlups. llie 'happiest and most independent 
man in tin world to-day. 


both sexes are educated and trained in the ways of the white man; 
the Dominion land agency and registry office ; a pest of the North- 
West Mounted Police, and the Indian Agency; a telegraph and 
telephone service, and an Agricultural Society. There arc also two 
well-supplied butcher shops. 

There is one newspaper, the " Saskatchewan Herald " (weekly), 
published by Mr. P. G. Laurie, in the columns of which actual or 
intending settlers will in every issue find something interesting and 
instiuctivo concerning the district. 

Among the farmers about Battleford 1 . and along the road Wcsl, 
wo shall be able to find cows, pigs, fowls, and ponies to buy at. 
iv.iasoiia.blc prices, and also potatoes, seed-grain, butter, eggs, and 
fresh meat. 

A member of the party, Mr. Charles May, of Southgate, left 
for Battleford on the 24th with hi.-, wife and four children, and will 
reside there the remaindcij'cf this winter. Mr. May will co-operate 
with me in > curing various supplies the party will need next spring, 
and will make complete lists of supplies of stock, etc., which may 
be purchased about Battleford, together with prices, etc. 

REV. G. E LLOYD. 

I desire to acknowledge the valuable services which the above 
gentleman has rcndercdl me in the promotion of this Colonizing 
project (both by voice and pen). Mr. Lloyd's articles to the Press 
have had a wide circle of readers throughout the United Kingdom, 
and his resulting correspondence has been very large, and generally 
from most desirable people. During my absence from England he 
had tliaigo of the movement. 1 am glad to announce that Mr. 
Lloyd has finally dci idcdl to accompany the party to Canada with 
Iris family, and will bo' the Incumbent of the Church of England 
missions or parishes in the settlement. It was with much regret 
mat the Committee of the Colonial and Continental Church Society 
accepted his resignation. Their loss, however, is our gain. Mr. 
Lloyd s intimate knowledge of the country where we are to settle, 
and his piaetical grasp of affairs, will prove valuable factors in the 
success c-f the Colony. We are to be congratulated that he will 
accompany us. In him I have found an intelligent and congenial 
co-adja.tor. I predict a high position for Mr. Lloyd in Church 
Councils in Canada. Mrs. Lloyd and five children will accompany 
Mr. Llovd to Canada, and it is their intention to go through to the 
Settlement under canvas, without stopping at Battleford. Mr. 
Llovd kiiows the country and climate, and says that there is nothing 
to fear. 

I should add that Mr. Lloyd won his laurels at Battleford in 
the rebellion of 1885. As a member cf the Queen s Own, cf 
Toiontc, Canada, he distinguished himself by exceptional bravery 
and 1 gallantly, and was uixmmendcd for the Victoria Cross, which 
lie would have obtained had he bear in the tegular Army. Mr. 
Llovd is a modest man. and seldom spiaks of these matters 
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THIS COLONY IS NOT ORGANIZED ON A DENOMINA¬ 
TIONAL BASIS. 

It must be distinctly understood that I am not organizing this 
settlement cn a. denominational, or, indeed, religious basis. All 
good and true men are welcome. It is expected that there will he 
people of all religious bodies til the Colony, and the religions 
organization to- which they belong will, no doubt, provide for their 
spiritual welfare. 

It is not as a clergyman, although I happen to be one. that l 
am promoting Emigration to my native land, but simply as a matt 
who wishes to see Canada remain British. Any undue clericalism 
I would be the first to deprecate. It must be remembered that 
there is no State or Established Church in Canada, and that all 
religious bodies there are on the same voluntary basis. 

LIBERTY OF ACTION FOR ALL. 

There will be perfect liberty for every member of the party, 
if the land's and location dc not seem to hint to be entirely desirable, 
to leave the settlement atrd seek land elsewhere. There will be rto 
stipulations or contracts of any kind, and every man will handle his 
own money. 

NO FEES CHARGED. 

It is not my intention to ask arty member of my party for any 
fee or subscription in connection with this movement, but I beg 
to request that in asking for replit - to letters my friends will enclose 
postage stamps. 

NO VILLAGE OR COMMUNISTIC SETTLEMENT. 

This is to be no Village or Communistic Settlement. Every 
olio will live upon his cwtt land ; that is. it will be a settlement of 
the ordinary kind 

SCHOOLS, CHURCHES, AND A POST OFFICE. 

These will be organized within a few weeks, or months,,at most, 
after the lands are occupied by the party. Two sections of land ill 
every township are reserved by the Government as school lands, 
and 70 per cent, of the salaries of teachers, which are very liberal, 
is paid by the Dominion Government from the National Treasury ; 
the remaining 30 per cent, is raised by a local tax on land. The 
educational standard for teacher's in Canada is high. The schools 
are under the sole control of the local legislature elected by the 
people of the Territories, and of the trustees elected by the rate¬ 
payers. School districts are formed on a vote of the prospective 
ratepayers of the proposed district. Religious teaching as directed 
by the trustees may be given for half an hour each day. but this is 
not compulsory. Separate schools are allowed to a Roman Catholic 
or Protestant minority in a public school district. 

A LIBRARY FOR THE SETTLEMENT. 

We should! have a free lending library in the settlement, and I 
undertake: to have transported, free of cost, all books and magazines 
that may be donated by members of the Colony cr their friends. 


Tent 10 by 11 3 feet wall—for four or five persons. 

Tent 12 bv 16 3 feet wall -for six persons. 

If it is possible to afford it, I advise two tents for a family nr 
paitv. one to sleep in. and the other to cook and live in. 

THE CANADIAN NORTHERN RAILWAY AND STATIONS 
IN THE SETTLEMENT. 

As the Railway will run for from 40 to 50 miles through the 
settlement, thcic will be at least three stations in the settlement, 
each cue of which must be the centre of a town, and where a town 
site will be at cnee laid out by the Railway Company. Here will 
be located Elevators. Churches, Schools, Grist Mills, Post Offices, etc. 

The sites cf these stations are not yet chosen, but must he at 
an rally day. I am in a position to approximately locate them. 

NO GOVERNMENT LAND TO BUY. 

Settlers who homestead, that is, take up the Free Grand lands, 
cannot buy adjacent Government lands. This is a settled fact. If 
members of this Colony desire any more land than the 160 acres 
allotted tc each male over 18 years of age. they must buy railroad 
land—and they should do so without delay. 

Within 4 months C.P.R. lands have risen in this district from 
12s. to £1 per acre. The Hudson Bay Co. hold their lands there 
at £1 2s. per acre. 

Speculators who have bought some of the Railroad lands are 
holding them fiom £1 6s. to £1 16s.. and even £2 per acre, and as 
scon as the railroad is completed through to Edmonton, next 
autumn, every acre cf land, homestead and railway, will he worth 
£2 10s. to £3 per acre. 

The deduction from these facts is that we should homestead 
without delay, and also secure, if possessed of the means, some rail¬ 
way land without losing any time. 

I have already ever 50 applications for homesteads. Let all 
intending mcmbeis send in their applications at once. Let me add 
that there is nc safer investment than the purchase of railway lands. 
Their rapid’ rise in value has sent C.P.R. stock to its present high 
figure. 

CUSTOMS. 

The members cf this party shall not have any customs dues 
to pay on ordinary effects. 

OUR NEIGHBOURS WHEN WE REACH THE SETTLE¬ 
MENT. 

From Saskatoon to the townships reserved we shall pass through 
a lovely country that is being rapidly settled. 

Thousands besides ourselves will land at Saskatoon next spring, 
and go West along the same trail to lands adjoining our own on all 
sides. Many hundreds from the United States and Europe entered 
last autumn for neighbourin'; lands. We shall pass through a most 
prosperous settlement at Brcsaylor (where there is a Po-t 
Office), quite close to cur reservation, of successful farmers. 
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born in Manitoba, former Scotch servants of the Hudson 
P»av Company. amli their descendants, same with a slight 
admixture of Indian bleed, which only makes them more 
i"ten sting. Those good people are most hospitable and kind. I 
«as guest at the house cf a Mr. Taylor in the settlement, and found 
tlic family most intelligent and kind. They have a fine school, 
piesided over by a Mr. Mack, a Scotch Canadian, who, while I was 
1 Ik rc, married a daughter of Mr. Taylor. Living among them on 
the Western verge of the settlement is a Mr. Peter Paynter, a 
Canadian farmer, and his estimable wife, an Irish lad'v. who enter¬ 
tained mo and my party right loyally. Mr. Paynter. a former most 
intelligent and popular member of that fine corp. the North-West 
Mounted Pel ice-, chose this district from the whole of the Ncrtli- 
\\ est as a plate to settle in. He i- growing rich from the products 
ol Mother Earth, and possesses a fine herd cf (rattle. This year lie 
threshed about 10.000 bushels of oats, and other grains in propor¬ 
tion.

/-Here, I firmly believe, must he the centre of the largest popula¬ 
tion in the whi le North-West, and here must spring up many fine 
towns and eitiis. 

INDIANS AND INDIAN RESERVATIONS IN THE NORTH¬ 
WEST. 

All Indians in Ncith-West Canada are new practically civilized. 
I hev live on reservations, in houses cf their own building, and farm 
the soil under Government instructors, possessing in many’cases fine 
herds of cattle, and horses. There arc some reservations about 30 
or 40 miles from cur settlement, arid I met many of the people and 
conversed with them. They are now quiet and law-abiding citizens. 
There arc only about twenty thousand scattered ever the whole 
vast North-West. There is nothing to fear from our Indian friends, 
any more than fiom the gypsies- of England. 

TRAINING HOME FARM 

In my pamphlet. " British Settlements in North-West Canada. 

I hinted that I had in view such an institution, and that I would in 
due course maki it known to all interested. I have new completed 
tiro prospectus, and have sent it to the Press.

Mr. Munro, the Treasurer, was 
next called upon to give his report 
for the year. The Board began last 
year with : $28'.60 An cash,; but there 
iwnsi ibyeri ithat, iam/junt outstanding. 
This year the Board had received in 
membership fees 7 3 town members 
at $5 each, and 44 country members 
at $1 each, a total of $409.00.. Grants 
amounting to $475, and $330 profit 
from the Minstrel Show, made a to¬ 
tal of $1214.74. Carrying forward 
the amount in hand at the beginning 
of the year made it $1243.34. The 
expenditures for the year had been: 
pamphlets $476.40, stationery, tele¬ 
phones, telegrams and cup for Seed 
Grain Fair, amounted to $56.75; 
rent of exhibition room in Mr. Rei¬ 
ser's billiard room and the cleaning 
of same amounted to $36.50; Sec¬ 
retary’s salary, $312.50, suppers and 
banquets $61.80, sundries $114.39. 
The total expenditure for the year 
was $1083.64, leaving a balance of 
cash in the bank of $160.70. This, 
Mr. Munro stated, was a clear net 
balance, as he did not know of any 
outstanding accounts at the present 
time. The books had been audited 
and found correct. 

Mr. Pollard, the Auditor, said that 
he found the books in good order and 
that they were O.K. Messrs. Miller 
and Stevenson moved a motion adopt¬ 
ing Mr. Pollard’s statement. 

Mr. G. M. Cooke, Chairman of the 
Publicity Committee was the next 
called upon to give the report of his 
branch of the work for the year. 
Mr. Cooke explained that the expen¬ 
diture of his department was high 
on account of the printing of the 
pamphlets, which necessitated an out¬ 
lay of $475. He considered that the 
booklets were doing an enormous 
amount of good work and that credit 
was due to Mr. W. H. Holland, 
who compiled it and supervised the 
wording and layout of the same. 
The books had been distributed 
through channels leading to the Unit¬ 
ed States and Great Britain, where 
they were doing real good work, and 
he considered that the expense was 
justified. Mr. Cooke added that 
there was still some on hand for dis¬ 
tribution if any were needed and 
could use them during the coming 
year. He was of the. opinion that 
Mr. Weaver, through the means of 
his horse at Chicago, had gained for 
the district of Lloydminster a greater 
amount of advertising than any 
Board of Trade organization could 
do. He did not think that there 
was another place that could boast 
of having so many winners at the 
Chicago Show in one year, or of 
ever winning a Grand Championship 
for the third successive time; also 
winning a Grand Championship for 
the second time in the same year. He 
considered that that publicity alone 
was worth a great deal to the com¬ 
munity. He was of the opinion that 
it would be a good thing to get a 
“cut" made of the winners at Chi¬ 
cago in a group, and also some read¬ 
ing matter, and having it printed and 
sent to the leading agricultural pa¬ 
pers in Canada for publication. Mr. 
Cooke stated that he was acquainted 
with a local man who travelled a 
good deal, and as soon as he regis¬ 
ters in the hotel as coming from 
iLloydminster he was immediately 
besiegeed with enquirers in regard 
to this district, which he considered 
was ample proof that this district 
is getting good advertising He 
would suggest that the Board get 
acquainted with the secretaries’ of 
the Saskatoon and Edmonton Boards 
of Trade, as it seemed to him that

A public meeting, called by the 
Lloydminster Curling Association, 
was held in the Alberta Hall, on Fri¬ 
day evening last, for the purpose of 
discussing the advisability of erect¬ 
ing a skating rink. 

There were only about 5 0 people 
present, but all were heartily in sym¬ 
pathy with the proposition. Mr. G. 
M. Cook, who had called the meeting 
on behalf of the association, gave a 
brief summary of what it was called 
for and asked that a chairman be 
appointed; he being finally selected 
for the position and Mr. H. J. Dean 
was duly appointed secretary. 

A commuication received from the 
Skating Rink Company, at North 
Battleford, was read, explaining what 
they had done to make possible their 
link, which was opened last Decem¬ 
ber. Briefly, they raised about 
$3,000 by dances, socials, concerts, 
tag days, etc., and then a stock 
company was formed and the total 
amount needed, $12,000, was sub¬ 
scribed before the opening, and the 
link is now out of debt, and will be 
paying a dividend on its first year’s 
operation. Information from Stettler, 
Lacombe and Wainwright in regard 
to the cost ol' their rinks was at hand 
and it was estimated that the cost 
of a covered rink here, with an ice 
surface of 70 feet by 170 feet, would 
cost approximately $9,000. 

After this information had been 
given, the meeting was thrown open 
for discussion on the subject. Mr. 
Cameron opened by stating that there 
was no doubt that a rink was needed 
in Lloydminster and that there was 
no doubt that Lloydminster could do 
the same as North Battleford. It 
was his opinion that a committee 
should be formed at that meeting and 
get the covered rink by the fall. Mr 
S. S. Hall suggested that the present 
site should be obtained and that an 
addition could be built to the present 
building that was now used as a 
dressing room, at a nominal cost. 
Mr. H. Huxley, who ha ; just returned 
from Regina, stated that during his 
stay there he had seen several good 
plans of covered skating rinks, but 
that a good rink would cost aronud 


ilO.OOO to $11,000. He would like 
to see a rink erected that the town 
would be proud of. 

It was put to the meeting that a 
committee should be formed to go 
further into the subject, but as it 
appeared that although all present 
were in favor of the scheme, among 
those nominated to the committee 
were a number who.while they would 
do all in their power to help the ob¬ 
ject along, did not consider that they 
could devote sufficient time to it to 
take a place on the committee; so a 
later amendment was carried that a 
committee of three be appointed to 
select a committee of eight to act as 
a committee to start the thing going. 
Messrs. G. M. Cook, H. J. Dean and 
J. D. Hamilton were appointed as the 
selection committee. 

The executive committee nominated 
by »the selection committee are: 
Messrs. Archie Miller, H. Huxley, H. 
J. Dean, Alt Curtis, V. U. Miner, G. 
M. Cook, F.d. Davis and Dr. G. L. 
Cooke. 

The Ladies’ Curling Club are also 
organizing to assist in this object and 
have already held a very successful 
whist drive and dance the evening 
before the meeting, at which there 
was a recorn attendance of over 235 
people present. It is also expected 
that other organizations will do some 
thing to help with the financing of 
the rink. 

The first committee meeting was 
hold in the hall following the public 
meeting,and it is expected that some¬ 
thing definite will be known in a 
week or two .but we can state at pre¬ 
sent that it is the intention of the 
association to erect a covered skating 
rink at Lloydminster some time this 
year, in readiness for the next sea¬ 
son, so let us all put our shoulders 
to the wheel and help put over this 
worthy object with a bang.

Mike McLellan thought a quart of 
ntilk should be sold on the same basis 
as beer. “Dusty” Miller argued that 
he could get more kick out of the 
beer than the milk. Geo. Dunn Bald 
he could not associate himself with 
the matter as he owned a cow which 
was giving him a private income of 
six quarts a day. Herman Coles re¬ 
marked that while on a visit once 
to his uncle’s farm they gave the 
milk away freely to the pigs and 
neighbors At this stage Geo. Brow 
asked why Bill Smith was sitting so 
quiet and not interesting himself In 
the matter. Bill replied that he had 
already arrived at a solution by ad¬ 
ding 40 per cent, water and breaking 
fifty-fifty with his guests. Wid Lind¬ 
say pointed out that it was only 
people living outside the town limits 
that could keep these milk-producing 
animals in any quantity; while town 
people were debarred from such hob¬ 
bies. He had seen milk extracted 
from the cov twice a day, which only 
appeared to him as a by-product; for 
apart from exhibition purposes, the 
animals were sold to the butcher and 
would nett their owner considerable 
sums. 

Afer a little discussion it was de¬ 
cided that the meeting attend the 
next Board of Trade banquet as a 
delegation and to lay the matter be¬ 
fore the Board in the form of a milk 
Bill. Cleve Bell thought there would 
be a little expense in attendance of 
such a gathering, but he was assured 
ali delegates attending Board of 
Trade dinners with matters of im¬ 
portance were guests of the Board for 
the evening.

Probably the most successful ban¬ 
quet ever given by the Board of 
Trade in the annals of Lloydminster 
was tendered the prize-winners at the 
Chicago International Stock Show, on 
Thursday evening last, in the Alberta 
Hall, when Mr Tom Barber, the pop¬ 
ular caterer excelled previous records 
in the spread that he put on for the 
occasion. 

It goes without saying that Messrs. 
Weaver and Song headed the list 
upon the success that “Wee Donald” 
had accomplished in winning the Cly¬ 
desdale Grand Championship for 3 
successive times at Chicago. Dr. Hill 
<jame next with the Grand Champion¬ 
ship for Field Peas for the second 
time. Mr. Graham, 4th in Field 
Peas; Mr W. G. Barker, 11th in 
Wheat; Mr. George Enoch, 13th in 
Wheat; Mr Fred D. Allen, 19th in 
Wheat; Mr. I. J. Steele,19th in Oats; 
Mr. J. H. Dixon, 22nd in Oats; and 
Mr. Arthur Elson, 2 6th in Wheat. 
These were the gentlemen that had 
brought renown to Lloydminster for 
which the Board of Trade endeavor¬ 
ed to acknowledge on the present oc¬ 
casion.

Mr. J. D. Hamilton, President of 
the Board of Trade, occupied the 
chair, and before all had been seated 
(some 150 guests) he called for “O 
Canada," which the assembly heartily 
6ang,- led by the orchestra on 
the stage with great gusto. After 
justice had been done to the good 
things provided—as will be seen by 
the menu below—the "meeting soon 
got to work on something less sub¬ 
stantial though probably more im¬ 
portant. 

Mr. Hamilton, in a very lucid ad- 
diess, said it was four years ago that 
night when they met under similar 
circumstances in honor of Messrs. 
Weaver and Sons when “Wee Don¬ 
ald” won his first Grand Champion¬ 
ship. Little did they think in 1921 
that the horse would twice repeat 
his performance. Not only Weaver 
and Sons’ success were they desirous 
of celebrating but Dr Hill’s, who had 
taken his second Grand Champion¬ 
ship for Field Peas; and several 
other other prize-winers. He did not 
know of any district in Canada that 
could boast a similar thing, and it 
was only right that they should get 
the most noted men procurable to 
help them do honor to those who 
had brought fame to the district. 
He was pleased to welcome those 
gentlemen who had come as the in¬ 
vited guests of the Board or Trade 
He was sorry the Hon. Charles Dun¬ 
ning. Premier of Saskatchewan was 
unable to be present, but hoped to 
get him at some future time. Mr. 
McConica, M.P., was too ill to come 
and so was Mr. Coleman. Mr. Mur¬ 
phy had come in his place, and Prof. 
Swanson had come at the request of 
Premier Dunning. He had received 
letters and telegrams of hearty con¬ 
gratulation to the prize-winers, but 
as they had 14 speakers on the 
toast list, he would not read them. 
He hoped the speakers would not 
speak for more than an hour each. 
The Chairman then proposed “The 
King,” which was given with musical 
honors. 

The next toast was "Our Domin¬ 
ion,” which was proposed by Major 
Lowery, and was drunk to the stir¬ 
ring strains of “O Canada.” The 
gallant Major was loudly greeted on 
rising and then said it was kind of 
them to allow him to propose this 
toast. If he attempted to do jus¬ 
tice to the theme it would cover all 
the other toasts on the list. He would 
have to take up political and econo¬ 
mic questions, and with Professor 
Swanson present it would be pre- 
suniptious for him to do so. With 
regard to the discussion going on in 
the country respecting the separation 
from the Old Country he did not 
think it would ever come to anything 
It was a great advantage to the Do¬ 
minion to remain in tne union. It 
would not pay them to separate. A 
nation should continue to progress on 
on the lines originaly laid down. 

Mr. F. H. Reid had much pleasure 
in being in Lloydminster again and 
responding to the toast as repre¬ 
senting the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. He knew there was no man 
in Canada to whom it would afford 
more pleasure to be present than the 
Kon. Mr. Motherwell who had been 
over forty years a farmer in the 
West, but it was utterly impossible 
for him to be present, and he had 
asked the speaker to do what he 
could in taking his place. He would 
congratulate the prize-winners at 
Toronto and Chicago. The speaker 
said he came here about 16 year? 
ago to judge at their first seed fair 
It was more than wonderful that the 
men who came here with such a 
very small knowledg of farming and 
In such a short time had developed 
into such noted farmers to-day as 
to be able to go out and take prizes 
in the world’s shows. He had said 
the people of Lloydminster wer;e 
wonderful settlers or they had a won¬ 
derful district and Mr Motherwell 
had replied that it was a 50-50 pro 
position. One characteristic of the 
Lloydminster people was that they 
were always up-to-date. Messrs. 
Weaver and Sons taking the Cham¬ 
pionship three successive times had 


made a world reputation and only 
(•nce before had any animal won a 
Championship three times in suc¬ 
cession,and a painting had been made 
ct that mare, and he expected the 
next time he visited Chicago to see 
a painting of “Wee Donald” hanging 
alongside it. With regard to the 
grain prizes they must remember 
that competition was so keen that an 
eighth and sometimes a sixteenth of 
a point made a great difference. 
The speaker concluded a long and 
interesting speech by saying that 
every farmer in Canada should be 
grateful to the farmers of Lloydmin¬ 
ster who had won so many prizes at 
Chicago. 

“The Province of Saskatchewan” 
vi as the next toast, which was pro¬ 
posed by Mr P. Enzenauer, M.L.A. 
for the Alberta side, who commenced 
. by saying a few words of congratu¬ 
lation to the prize-winners. Indiv¬ 
iduals capable of such accomplish¬ 
ments were head and shoulders over 
average farmers. No doubt most 
of those present had left their native 
homes wherever they might be be¬ 
cause they thought there were better, 
opportunities where they had settled. 
He had lived and worked in every 
state west of the Mississippi,but he 1 
came over to Canad.boughta car and 
haf travelled over 10,000 miles to 
find the spot that best suited him. 
and he thought he had found it. 
They had the finest tract of country 
in the world, and all it needed was 
population. In his humble opinion 
the solution to many of their prob¬ 
lems was the elimination of local 
petty ! predjudices, ^.nd until they 
could find a common ground where 
economic groups could co-operate 
with other economic groups and work 
together they would never get any¬ 
where. The men who could bring 
about this condition of things would 
leave a greater legacy than any 
bunch of men engaged in other pur¬ 
suits. 

Prof. Swanson replied to this toast 
in a masterly manner and we re¬ 
gret that we have not the space to 
give his splendid speech more fully. 
He said it was a great and unexpec¬ 
ted pleasure to him to be present to 
pa> homage to those who had 
brought credit to Saskatchewan and 
Aiberta alike. To take such honors 
at Toronto and Chicago was a big 
achievement. He did not intend to 
speak very long as they all wanted 
to hear Premier Greenfield and Dean 
Howe. He hoped to be present in 
Lloydminster some future time when 
he would give the address that he 
should have given that night. It 
was a wonderful address (laughter) 
lie. had not a drop of English blood 
in his veins, but he thought of Old 
England through the ages in laying 
the bonds of Empire in Canada, 
South Africa, Australia and in all 
the world! The old flag always stood 
for Liberty,and any influence that lie 
might have in the West would be ex¬ 
erted to promote a closer link with 
the Motherland—a link that should 
never be broken. When he came 
West he found that the story hadn’t 
been half told in spite of the glowing 
tributes he had previously heard. 
They did not know what the West 
could do, and they had only begun 
to touch on the fringe of what the 
West had in store—they were only 
at the beginning of things. Saska¬ 
toon, for instance, was only a hamlet 
20 years ago, now it was a city of 
30,000 inhabitants. They Jiad to 
forget the depression now prevalent 
and take a brighter outlook. They 
didn’t want to be linked to the 130 
millions of people to the south of 
them. They wanted Canada for them¬ 
selves. They must learn how to co¬ 
operate with nature, and not against 
Nature as they too often had done. 
They had heard much of how bad 
things were, that he thought it was 
time for them to say how good things 
were in Canada, The speaker went 
on to give some vital figures of in¬ 
creased cultivated acres, increased 
yields of grain, eggs, butter, honey 
and other subsidiary things, and he 
gave it as his opinion that they were 
not going back next year to dollar 
wheat, if he knew anything about 
it. He said they were raising the 
standard of living in Europe, which 
would jnean increased purchasing 
power. The United States would not 
dc in a position to export wheat, but 
would, before very long, be import¬ 
ing wheat for her population, and 
whether they put a tariff against 
Canada’s wheat or not, they had to 
nave our wheat.. Russia would not 
be a competitor for some years. Pro¬ 
bably wheat would be $1.25 next sea¬ 
son ,and he said this because of the 
outlook. Prof. Swanson made some 
very wise remarks as to what con¬ 
stituted success. It was not the 
amassing of millions, but that a man 
should be able to bring up his fam¬ 
ily in comfort and educate them in 
sound morals, and he took off his hat 
to the man who could do that. That 
was the man that was going to 
build up Canada. If they bad that 
kind tile country could not fail. Ag¬ 
riculture was but one of their basic 
industries and all industries must 
co-operate if they were to achieve 
success. They had 1,800 miles to 
carry their products to the sea, and 
if the railways did not function pro¬ 
perly they were out. The railways 
were economic instruments to de¬ 
velop their industries and there was 
needed a greater and more harmo¬ 
nious working than had been in the 
past. The late Baron Shaughnessy 
had once said that all the railways 
in Canada should be consolidated and 
work together for the good of the 
vbole country. They needed fra- 
tenity and friendship in their work¬ 
ing together. The speaker closed 
his inspiring address by saying that 
he loved Saskatchewan for its keen 
air and its smiling sunny skies. He 
believed in Saskatchewan because he 
believed in her people. For Sask¬ 
atchewan he would gladly die but 
they should all learn to live and live 
nobiy for Saskatchewan.

There was great excitement in 
Lloydminster during the latter part of 
last week over the new gas well lo¬ 
cated south-west of town, that came 
iiy Tuesday night, on the banks of the 
Battle River. The inhabitants can see 
visions of gas ranges, furnaces and 
other useful appliances in the not far 
distant future. Doubtless by the way 
the stream of dry gas is pouring out 
of the well at the present time it could 
certainly supply several hundreds of 
towns as big as Lloydminster,—if it 
could only be piped to them. 

The well came in with a grand burst 
of 30 million cubic feet per day. The 
roar was deafening, and if the flow 
had once caught alight the results 
would have been almost disastrous. 
But is could hardly be expected that 
this pressure would be kept up, and 
on visiting the scene on Thursday last 
it had dropped to about 10 million cu¬ 
bic feet per day. We put our hand 
out into the stream, about six feet 
from the pipe, but the force was too 
great to hold it there. There is a 
certain amount of wet gas but the 
moisture is composed of salt water. 

We understand it is the intention of 
the Advance .Co. to cap the well lower 
down the pipe and to continue drilling. 
At present the depth reached is 1,825 
feet, the last 60 feet of which is not 
yet cased. The drill is still in the well. 
A steam pipe line was being put in 
on Thursday to lead to ni tractor some 
distance away down in the coulee, so 
that steam may be supplied to the 
drilling engine for the purpose of lift - 


The Oxville Oil, Gas and 
Development Company’s No. 
1 well struck the oil sands at 
3 o’clock on Monday after¬ 
noon. This well has given 
every indication of being a 
winner almost from the start 
and now the highest hopes 
of the shareholders have 
been realized. 

At time of going to press 
Tuesday afternoon, we have 
heard nothing further than 
that the well had “come in’’ 


ing the, drill out; it being unsafe to 
put a fire in the boiler at the .well,— 
so inflammable is the gas. ** 

So far as we know this kind of well 
is not general. The Royalite well in 
the Turner Valley has a constant flow 
of dry gas that is diverted from the 
mouth of the well, and it had burned 
from two six-inch pipes over a deep 
coulee for several years past. The 
oil from this well is almost ready to 
put into a car when it comes up from 
the depths—so rich is it. Judging 
from this, the well just south of us 
should prove a similar one. 

We have seen the thick, syruppy 


each city. It is 22 miles south of 
Lloydminster, and closest to the boun¬ 
dary between Alberta an d Saskatche¬ 
wan. Its exact location in the Rib- 
stone field, in which there has been 
considerable drilling activity in the 
last two years, is Section 16-45-1, W. 
4th. 

The heavy flow of gas was not look¬ 
ed for, so Mr. Harvie stated. There¬ 
fore the next problem was getting the 
flow under control. Mr. Harvie said 
that it was not yet known whether the 
gas was wet or dry, but of course this 
question would be settled so soon as 
the proper tests could be applied. Mr. 
Harvie observed that the discovery of 
heavy gas pressure in Ribstone field 
would possibly develop a livelier inter¬ 
est In respect of supplying Saskatoon 
and Regina with natural gas, a matter 
which has been under consideration 
with more distant fields involved.

Three Days Set Aside for Comment 
oration of Canada*s Sixty Years 
of Nationhood—People Filled 
with Joy and Thanksgwing 


The town was painted red on Fri¬ 
day, Saturday and Sunday last—not 
with acts of violence and illwill— 
but with bunting, flags, and every 
other bright token to celebrate the 
Sixtieth Anniversary of Confedera¬ 
tion. Every business place, and 
many of the residences were gay 
with strings of flags, long streamers, 
etc., very artistically arranged, to ex¬ 
press the joy of the occasion when 
Canada shut up her mills, factories 
and stores for the purpose of taking 
a retrospective view of her past since 
being federated. 

Never before were such preparations 
made for two days of festivity. 
Colored electric lamps were strung 
across the two main squares of the 
town, which glowed prettily each 
night. 

Opening Exercises 

On Friday morning, at 11.30, a 
huge concourse of people had as¬ 
sembled at the Public School, where 
the children of the town were gather¬ 
ed together,—dressed prettily, with 
a touch of color in the form of a 
flag or emblem; joined by those of 
Banana Belt, Trafalgar, Greenwood, 
Southminster, North Gully and Spen¬ 
cer School Districts, each headed by 
their school banner. 

Promptly at 12 noon, "O Canada” 
was sung by the vast crowd, led by 
the . Town Band, under Conductor 
Fairbrother. Then in a tense silence 
the flag was run up and saluted, fol¬ 
lowed by the National Anthem. Rev. 
A. Cross, L.Th., Rector of St. John’s, 
offered prayer, after which Col.

It was nice to see seme of our re¬ 
turned heroes (whose breasts testi¬ 
fied to the service they had rendered 
In the Great War) so peacefully oc¬ 
cupied in directing the children into 
marching order. 

On the Grounds 

On arrival at the grounds, the 
grandstands were quickly filled to 
capacity, with hundreds of people 
(who could not obtain a seat) stand¬ 
ing in the enclosure . Community 
singing then became the order of the 
day, when numbers of old-time 
favorites were lustily sung, led by 
the Halliwell Orchestra—which did 
yeoman service all the afternoon and 
evening. 

Mayor Huxley, who presided, gave 
the following address: "To the people 
of the district of Lloydminster, In 
the first place I would like to say 
that is very gratifying to the Local 
Committee to see such a splendid 
turn-out on this occasion. We are 
gathered here to-day to commemor¬ 
ate the Diamond Jubilee of Con¬ 
federation. Similar programs are 
being carried out in every city, town 
and village in the Dominion, and we 
are joining with them in com¬ 
memorating this event. Never was 
there a time when love of country 
should be made more manifest than 
at the present time. Sixty years of 
nationhood is an important achieve¬ 
ment and one that may well induce 
feelings of pride and a fine show of 
rugged, virile patriotism. The sys¬ 
tem of Confederation under which we 
have lived since 1867, in spite of the 
weaknesses which it shares in com¬ 
mon with all institutions, guarantees 
to us such a large measure of liberty 
and peace, and makes us happy to 
live under the Canadian flag in the 
bosom of the great British Empire 
We see Canada as the most staple of 
the wheat producing countries of the 
world, rapidly increasing her produc¬ 
tion area by the aid of science until 
her crops will eventually control the 
world market. The future will see 
the production of Canada, both in¬ 
dustrial as well as agricultural, 
handled by our own railways and by 
our own ports. I believe that our 
expansion and development during 
the last 60 years has not been sur¬ 
passed in any other country. We 
have become a nation trading with 
the ends of the earth, exceeding 
many of the oldest and largest coun¬ 
tries in trade standing. We should 
therefore be proud of a country 
which has achieved so much progress 
in so short a period of time and 
should be well animated by a just 
pride in the past and with a bou/ant 
confidence in the future. This dis¬ 
trict especially has helped in many 
ways to bring us to this very enviable 
position, and I trust that this com¬ 
memoration will lend added inspira¬ 
tion tot the patriotic fervor of oar 
p8§he ahd affbrd a clearer vision of 
our aspirations and ideals to the end 
that from sea to sea there may be 
developed a robust Canadian spirit 
and in all' things Canadian pro¬ 
founder national unity.” 


and its governments are now respon¬ 
sible for the welfare of nearly ten 
million inhabitants. By labor, peace 
and sacrifice of war Canada has be¬ 
come a mighty nation. Aims as lofty 
and labors as strenuous await her in 
the future. Within her bounds her 
people have before them the task of 
developing the hertitage which their 
fathers have left them. In a yet 
wider sphere she has to take an ever 
increasing share in guiding counsel 
and solving problems of the great 
commonwealth of which she is part, 
conscious that within it there is per¬ 
fect freedom and that the unity of 
the nations of the British Empire is* 
the surest guarantee of the peace of 
the world to-day. With all my heart 
I join in the prayers and hopes of my 
people throughout the world for the 
peace and prosperity of Canada. 

(Signed) “George R. I.”

The Chairman then read the ad¬ 
dress' from the Governor-General, 
Lord Willingdon; from the Premier 
of Canada, Rt. Hon. W. L. McKenzie- 
King; the Dominion Parliament; and 
the Premier of Saskatchewan, the 
Hon. James G. Gardiner. 

Orchestral selection and commu¬ 
nity songs were nicely given, after 
which Col. Laws introduced the 
speaker of the afternoon, General 
Grlesbach. 

Senator Griesbach's Address 

General Grlesbach commenced a 
fine address by saying that Canadians 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, of 
all ranks, colors and nationalities 
were at that moment gathered to¬ 
gether to celebrate the Confedera¬ 
tion, for 60 years ago that day, the 
Dominion of Canada was born. It 
would be well for a few minutes to 
look back upon the history of our 
country. In A.D. 47 Great Britain 
was invaded by the Romans, and was 
occupied by them for 400 years. In 
1608 Samuel Champlain established 
Quebec. In the same year, the Eng¬ 
lish established themselves in the 
United States. We had not been so 
long on the continent of America as 
were the Romans in possession of 
Great Britain. In settling the United 
States, the English people carried 
with them their love of liberty and 
love of country; and their system of 
government. In 1690 there began a 
series of wars between the French 
in Canada and the English in the 
United States; which terminated in 
1759 by the fall of Quebec. There 
were 60,000 people in Canada at that 
time,-—mostly French; and the 
United States had two-and-a-half 
millions. Then followed the revolu¬ 
tionary war in 1774, and the inde¬ 
pendence of. the United States in 
1 778.Many people left the States and 
established themselves in Nova Scotia 
and eastern provinces. They were 
the Loyalists, who stood four-square, 
contributing splendidly to the 
national life of the country. In 1812 
war again broke out, but not a 
single foot of Canada was held by 
the enemy; but the State of Michigan 
was held by us. Then followed a 
period of peace, with a substantial 
immigration. The next trouble was 
the Civil War to the south of us, and 
in 1866 the Fenian Invasion took 
place,—which was repulsed. In 
those days the eastern provinces were 
separate colonies, and their position 
was one of great insecurity, so some¬ 
thing had to be done. In 1864 the 
first conference with the idea of 
establishing Confederation was held, 
and on 1st July, 1867, Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswich, Quebec and Ontario 
became federated. There was a popu¬ 
lation at this time of about 3,425,000 
The new Dominion had great tasks 
to perform. They had to acquire 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and 
the . vast areas of the North-west 
Territories. They had the C.P.R. to 
build. They had to secure a popu¬ 
lation some fashion or other. They 
had constitutional difficulties, finan¬ 
cial difficulties, racial difficulties, con¬ 
flicting interests. This new Domin¬ 
ion was confronted with enormous 
tasks; and they knew now how it 
was done. Their duty on- that oc¬ 
casion was to pay tribute to the men 
who had brought these things about. 

General Griesbach in further dis¬ 
cussing the history of this country, 
came down to the Boer War, in 
which Canadians participated; whilst 
in 1914, which was fresh in the 
minds of everybody, they had taken 
an active part in the Great War from 
its commencement. They had sent 
619,000 men over, of which 60,000 
were killed, and large numbers 
wounded. They had financed them¬ 
selves throughout the campaign. 
They were not only in the war from 
the first, but they remained in it un¬ 
til it closed. 

' The Fathers of Confederation away 
back in 1864, made resolution that 
the ties which bound the Empire to¬ 
gether must be made stronger and 
drawn closer; anjl these sentiments 
had been growing stronger and 
'stronger as time went on. They were 
absorbing people of many nations,— 
and this was having an effect. Let 
them endeavour to build up a Cana¬ 
dian individuality, and never imitate 
the people to the south of them,— 
they must have a solid nationality, 
and do away with inter-provincial 
jealousies,—and they would become 
a' great nation in the bonds of the 
British Empire;—he believed in the 
British Empire;—and this should be 
their national objective. All their 
energies should be directed to the 
accomplishment of that purpose.

ANOTHER *25,000 FIRE LOSS 


OIL STRIKE SOUTH 
OF LLOYDMINSTER 


Ten feet below where it brought In 
from 20,000,000 to 30,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas last October, Meridian No. 1 
well, 20 odd miles duel south of Lloyd- 
minster, has. struck heavy crude oil at 
1,827 feet in the Blairmore strata, ac¬ 
cording to Leo H. Miller, Managing 
Director of Ribstone Oils, Ltd.; who 
returned to Calgary from the field on 
Monday morning. 

“Heavy crude oil with a gravity of 
from 20 to 24 Baume is standing 380 
feet up the hole and after bailing for 
one hour, 70 barrels were taken out 
without lowering the level appreciably,’ 
Mr. Miller said. This, would yield 
about 500 barrels each 24 hours. “The 
oil is clean and has not water," Mr. 
Miller said. 

Tankage and equipment is being or¬ 
dered and officials of the company ex¬ 
pect to have the well on pump within 
two weeks, when thorough tests will 
be made over a period of weeks to de¬ 
termine the production. 

Although the well brought in oil In 
great quantities early last week, bail¬ 
ing tests lowered the level and it was 
not until during the week-end, after 
cleaning and bailing had been carried 
on, that results were obtained which 
make the well look as though it were 
capable of producing in the neighbor¬ 
hood of 500 barrels a day, Mr. Miller 
explained. 

“Located on legal Sub-division 3, 
Section 16, Township 45, Range 1, west 
of the 4th Meridian, Meridian No. 1 
well, which is being drilled by Rib- 
stone Oils. Ltd., reflects great credit 
on Dr. G. S. Hume and the Geological 
Stfrvey of Canada which discovered 
this structure after two years of in¬ 
vestigation leading them up to the 
Ribstone district," Mr. Miller said. 

After hitting the gas flow in Octo¬ 


ber, drilling operations were stopped 
until last week, when the crude *i.’ 
was struck after the bit had only sunk 
10 feet further into clean, porous 
quartz sand of the Blairmore forma¬ 
tion. Cleaning and bailing will be con¬ 
tinued in the hole until pumping equip¬ 
ment can be put into service. 

“A great deal of assistance has been 
given us by the Supervisory Engineer 
j Department of Calgary under C. C. 
P.oss and William Calder,” Eric L. 
Harvie, Vice-president of the company, 
stated. 

The well is owned by Meridian Oils, 
Ltd., which is a subsidiary of Ribstone 
Oils, controlling approximately 40,000 
acres on the Ribstone structure, east 
of Wainwright. Over a period of three 
years, the Ribstone Oils have drilled 
33 shallow wells in order to work out 
in greater detail the structure of the 
field. 

Ribstone No. 2 well is being drilled 
on legal Sub-division 5, Section 25, 
Township 46, Range 1, west of the 4th 
Meridian, about 11 miles north and 
slightly east of Meridian No. 1. This 
well is down 2,550 feet, about 280 feet 
into the limestone. 

The company is financed by private 
capital raised locally and in eastern 
Canada and has made no public issue 
of shares.

FLOUR MILL IS BURNED TO 

GROUND IN MORNING FIRE 


Nothing Saved from the Fiercest Fire in the 
Town’s History ■» C.N.R. Passenger Train 
Held Up « Large Stocks of Flour 
and Coal were on Hand 


Pool Elevator Has Narrow Escape 


The Lloydminster flour mill, once a 
thriving industry in this town of ours, 
is now a mass of ruins, being com¬ 
pletely demolished in one of the fierc¬ 
est fires in the history of Lloydmins¬ 
ter. For the volume of flame and 
intense heat it was worse than the 
ever-to-be-remembered outbreak in 
January, when almost a complete busi¬ 
ness block was wiped off the face of 
the earth. 

The alarm was turned in on Satur¬ 
day morning about 4.10, waking up the 
majority of the peaceful sleepers. The 
fire brigades and willing helpers were 
soon on the scene, but the fire had 
already gained such a strong hold on 
the interior of the building that efforts 
to quench the flames were useless, and 
their efforts were confined chiefly to 
protecting the adjacent buildings. As 
the conflagration broke through the 
roof and the sides of the building, red 
hot steel shingles were flying and hot 
cinders were being carried by the 
north-west wind that was blowing 
onto the roofs of the Mid-West Utili¬ 
ties plant, the skating arena, and as 
far away as the hospital, and also on 
residences in that portion of the town, 
and there is no doubt that the snow 
that had fallen steadily for two days 
previously helped considerably in pre¬ 
venting further outbreaks. The Sas¬ 
katchewan Pool elevator, situated just 
a few yards e*st of the burning mill, 
was in grave danger, despite the fact 
that it was completely covered by 
metal shingles. The outer covering 
of the elevator became so hot that 
three small outbreaks occurred, which 
were quickly subdued by the local 


agent and others. The elevator was 
not left until all danger was past, and 
a man was left there on Saturday 
night in case of any further outbreak. 

The roaring mass of flames was the 
most spectacular sight ever witnessed 
here, and many passengers on the 
eastbound C.N.R. traijn left their cars 
to view the burning imass. So great 
was the heat that -ias being blown 
across the track, fhe engineer in 
charge of the train decided it best to 
stay at the station until the fire had 
diminished, on account of the great 
possibility of the intense heat breaking 
windows of the coacltes and probably 
injuring some of the 'sleeping passen¬ 
gers. After the top portion of the 
four-storey structure had fallen in and 
the tall iron smokestack had fallen, 
many assistants cleared the track of 
the few pieces of debris and the train 
backed up for a distance of a few 
hundred yards. Pickets were station¬ 
ed at every crossroad, and the train 
roared through at a high speed, with 
whistle and bell giving forth warning 
—a little behind time, yet without any 
damage to persons in the train itself.

The members of the Board of 
Trade’s special oommittee on amalga¬ 
mation had a very successful round 
table discussion at Regina on Thurs¬ 
day last.

Lloydminster Milling Co., Ltd., one of 
the proprietors of the mill, he estimat¬ 
ed the loss to be around $25,000, par¬ 
tially covered by insurance. He could 
offer no information on the probable 
cause of the fire, which appeared to 
have started in the east side of the 
second storey. The mill had not been 
operating on Friday, so there was no 
likelihood of an over-heated bearing 
having been the cause, and there was 
no grain stored in that portion of the 
building to have caused an explosion. 
Besides their regular quantity of flour 
that was kept on hand, Mr. Cook in¬ 
formed us that they had about an ex¬ 
tra carload on hand at the time that 
had been milled for the Indian Agent 
at Onion Lake. This order was com¬ 
pleted and only waiting to be called 
for. 

This property was purchased from 
the Town Council by the Lloydminster 
Milling Co.. Ltd., a few years ago. and 
the town still had a small interest in 
it. The town's interests have been 
well protected in insurance by the 
management. 

The Lloydminster Milling Co., Ltd., 
have not yet decided whether they will 
rebuild or not, but expect to decide in 
a day or two. 

This fire, together with the one in 
the earliel- part of the year, constitute 
the greatest loss Lloydminster has 
ever had. 

A piece of burning wood was car¬ 
ried by the wind a distance of nearly 
two blocks and landed in an open 
model car standing in front of Mr. 
Shorteli’s repair shop, the upholstery 
catching fire as a result. Luckily Mr. 
Shortell wks handy at thee time and, 
seeing the blaze, quickly extinguished 
the fire before any serious damage 
was done. Many of our citizens were 
protecting their own property by 
throwing snow on the roofs. 

The Lloydminster Milling Co. had 
about a car and a half of coal on 
hand, amounting to about 40 tons, 
which burned steadly over the week¬ 
end.

There being many rumors and a 
great deal of excitement in town 
among those interested (and who i 
not?) in the oil well just south of town 
that has lately “come in,” we decided 
to visit the well for ourselves, and 
consequently journeyed down on Mon¬ 
day afternoon. The well is located in 
the Ribstone-Blackfoot structure in 
the Lloydminster district south of 
town. 

On arrival, the well 'appeared to be 
deserted,—not a man ,being in sight,— 
we thought this very strange! One 
would have thought that it had been 
abandoned. On investigation, however, 
we found the men had quit work be¬ 
cause there was nothing for them to 
do until the huge taiiks arrived for 
storage of the vast quantity of oil 
that had been discovered. The well 
had been closed by a vjjry heavy valve 
a foot or two from its, mouth, but in 
spite of that the oil Had worked by 
and around this cut-off And was seeth¬ 
ing and bubbling ovef with a very 
heavy viscuous fluid resembling steam 
cylinder oil or rear end car oil. We 
filled several bottles from this over- 
flow in the pit,—some of which may 
he 1 seen at the Times office. As the 
fluid pulsated in the eight-inch pipe 
it resembled a porridge saucepan that 
was slowly boiling—once every few 
moments overflowing the top. 

The well is 1,830 feet deep, and it 
is full to the very top with this won¬ 
derful liquid gold. What would hap¬ 
pen if the massive valve was turned 
on one can hardly Imagine with the 
pressure that must be behind this flow

Lloydminster - is on the eve of 
great things—she has already ac¬ 
complished much in the way of pro¬ 
gress,—but there can be no doubt 
she is about to come into her own. 
We have always boasted,—and just¬ 
ly so,—of our Agricultural Fair, be¬ 
cause we have occupied a prominent 
place, perhaps the most prominent, 
in Circuit B- This has been brought 
about by a loyal and hard-working 
aggregation of officers and direc'ors, 
and a Secretary-manager of excep¬ 
tional ability. We have no hesita¬ 
tion in saying that Manager Huxley 
is capable of handling any siv-dav 
fair in Canada, and' to his indefatig¬ 
able energy a good big share of the 
success is due. 

The Fair last week was the larg¬ 
est ever held. This is true in every 
way, for there were far more entries 
in all classes than ever before; and 
the largest attendance ever; there 
being no less than 21,000 persons 
present. Had it not turned showery 
on Tuesday evening and on Wednes¬ 
day afternoon, doubtless hundreds 
more' would have been in attendance. 
We have it on good authority that 
there were a larger number of en¬ 
tries in the stock classes than at any 
fair up to the present in either A or 
B circuits.

Address of Welcome (o Co-operative 
Congi-ess by Mayor Huxley 
“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentle 

men: 

“It gives me very great pleasure 
this moruing to extend to you, from 
the citizens of the Town and Village 
of Ll-oydminster, a most cordial wel 
come. Dr. G. L. Cooke, Mayor of 
the Village of Lloydminster, was un¬ 
able to be with me in extending this 
welcome, but he was called out to 
the country 7 to a case and on that] 
account was unable to be with you 
He assured me that he very much 
regretted this, but asked me to make 
this a co-operative welcome. 

“We are always glad to have this 
opportunity of extending a welcome 
to visitors to our district, as it gives 
the business men in their various 
spheres of occupation an opportunity 
of meeting business men from othei 
points and exchanging views which 
are as beneficial to communities as 
to individuals. 

•“There are occasions when these 
opportunities are exceptional, and 

■ this Is one of them, and I presume. 
Dir. Chairman, that it is through the 
lefforts of the Lloydminster Co-opera- 
Itive Association here that we have 
'this pleasure of meeting such well- 
known co-operative experts from the 
various countries of the world. I am 
surd that the message that they have! 
to impart to you, and the message 
you have to impart to them, will be- 
of mutual benefit to you all. 

“I understand that during this- 
Congress that you are to consider on© 
of the most progressive and impor¬ 
tant moves ever made in the co-oper- 


ron, O.B.E., Sask. Dept, of Agricul 
lure, who said it was a great pleasure 
to come to Lloydminster. He looked 
upon it as his own town, and it was 
T 6 years ago it was the town of his 
adoption, where lie just began to 
learn about farming. Saskatchewan 
had been particularly fortunate In 
having so many overseas delegates 
The Hoh. Mr. Hamilton really wanted 
to be with them, but had asked him 
to convey his best wishes for the suc¬ 
cess of the Congress, and hoped their 
deliberations would be for the gen¬ 
eral good of all. The speaker looked 
upon their guests as ambassadors of 
trade. The Empire Marketing Board 
had shown their interest in sending 
the fine pictures that lined the walls 
of the hall where they were met. 
Their object was to induce British 
housewives to purchase goods from 
Canada. The overseas guests were 
there to see what the Pools were do¬ 
ing, and though the Pools were 
young they would be able to take 
back a good account of them. Can¬ 
ada looked for tlie older concerns in 
Great Britain to biing their goods 
right here and let them see what they 
had to sell. He was glad that during 
Empire Shopping Week that the lo¬ 
cal Co-op. society bad put on a splen 
did display. During that week, in 
Regina, lie went into a store and 
was unable to purchase one tiling 
manufactured in the old land; yet 
Great Britain in 12 months had pur¬ 
chased front Canada 188 million 
bushels of wheat—practically the 
equivalent of all the Saskatchewan 
output. A country that purchased 
such a quantity of goods should cer¬ 
tainly be encouraged by Canada buy¬ 
ing their productions,—at least we 
could give them the preference. The 
Sask. Poultry Pool bad just exported 
its first consignment of poultry to 
Smitlifield market and they were de¬ 
lighted with the quality. He wished 
to extend a most hearty welcome to 
“Our Guests.” 

Mr. H. J. May said he had great 
pleasure in responding to the toast 
and to attempt to fulfil the exalted 
role he was called upon to sustain. 
Was there any country more inter-i 
national than Canada? Some of 


Stand up, speak up, and shut up 
There was very little left for him to 
say. Their fellow delegates from 
England had been showing what they 
could do, but the folks from Scot¬ 
land did not put all their goods into 
the window. The conference during 
that afternoon had been a wonderful 
time. Old country co-operation was 
not perfect, and. he hoped that Can¬ 
ada would show them something new 
The co-operative fight was a very 
practical fight. They were living in 
a practical world. Their mission 
was to try and Impress them with 
tiie spinl ul tlie movement—but not 
to tell them how to do it. Scottish 
co-operatives were with them in try¬ 
ing to find their economic freedom. 
He hoped they would stand shoulder 
to shoulder, and not let petty things 
come between them. 

Mr. A. W. Golightly expressed his 
pleasure at being at tlie meeting, and 
lie belived it was going to be an 


like to push tlie idea of international 
co-operation, especially in Canada, 
who were of their own kith and kin. 
They were a portion of the great 
Commonwealth. He would join his 
colleagues in thanking the Canadian 
people lor their splendid reception, 
and they were gratified for the home¬ 
ly, genuine and unaffected way it 
had been done. He could only con¬ 
firm wliat. the Prince of Wales and 
Mr. Baldwin had said of the vast op¬ 
portunities they had in Canada, and 
he should leave the country with 
most pleasant recollections. 

Mr. G. H. Williams said it was a 
matter of pride what the U-F.-A. had 
accomplished. Even the farmers 
themselves did not realize what they 
had done. The Western farmers 
had the desire and ability to help 
themselves. They had a problem 
ihere: they had all races and creeds 
—very diversified in all points. The 
farmers organizations were behind 
every co-operative movement ever 
put forward. It was only a short 
step from the Wheat Pool to the 
Flour Mill; from Livestock to Pack¬ 
ing Plant, and they were depending 
on every man who was a farmer in 
arriving at the goal they intended to 
reach. The foundation stone of any 
co-operative society was the commu¬ 
nity. The job of the farmers was to 
teacli the people brotherhood and co¬ 
operation.

Mr. Keen, on rising to respond to 
the toast, was greeted by “For he’s 
a jolly good fellow,” and three cheers 
He thanked them all from the bot¬ 
tom of his heart for the reception' 
accorded him. They had heard a 
great deal of the fact that co-opera¬ 
tion in Canada was so weak. He 
considered the movement had been 
kept too poor.

Co-operative 
philosophy was essential to the suc¬ 
cess of Canada as a nation. It

: the great Russian family; then there 
were their French friends and others. 
'If Canada was to develop—and they 
hoped and believed it would—they 
'could not object to the bringing in 
of people of other countries. Co¬ 
operation, as a brilliant woman said 
at a Congress in Liverpool some time 
ago: “Co-operation knows no fron¬ 
tier, knows no limitation of color, 
'race or creed.” They must face the 
question. The International Co-op¬ 
erative .Alliance now had 35 coufi- 
’tries grouped. Into its membership, 
and 50 millions of members were in¬ 
cluded in the Alliance, with the ob¬ 
ject of extending the movement of 
'co-operation throughout the world, 
with its spirit of fraternity and love. 
In the farthest point of Europe they 
•knew more of the movement than 
they did in Western Canada; though 
Mussolini had crushed the movement 
in Italy and had killed men in their 
beds and burned down their buildings 
for being members of the movement. 
They must move on towards the 
ideals set before them 70 years ago. 

Mr. Oliver, in commencing his ad¬ 
dress, wondered if they really under¬ 
stood the extent of the greatness of 
Great Britain. Rome at the height 
of her power was not to be compared 
■ with the greatness of Great Britain. 
One-fifth of the world was under the 
sway of the King George. England 
stood for all that was noblest and 
best in the heart of mankind. 

“Righteousness exalteth a nation. 
England had in the past set her face 
towards that which was right, and 
that was why she had become so 
great to-day. He greatly appreciat¬ 
ed the way they from the old coun¬ 
try had been received in Canada. 
They had come with a message of 
affection, and regarded them as 

brothers. 

Mr. Cairns in a very witty and 
racy speech, twitted the previous 

speakers on alluding so much to 

what the English had done, and said 
though their English friends might 
ignore them from time to time, It 
had been proved that they could not 
get along without them (the Scotch). 
No offshoot of the British people 
were so dear to the hearts of those 
at home as the Canadians. He great¬ 
ly appreciated the hospitality extend¬ 
ed to them as visitors, but even more 
the spirit in which it was given. The 
success of a co-operative society de¬ 
pended very much upon the manager. 


and 


movement for purely selfish motives, 
and had remained in it until they had 
put into H more than they had taken 
out of it—for the sake of the move¬ 
ment itself. He hoped they would in 
time send co-operators to their legis¬ 
latures—not this party against that 
party—of trying to get in and keep 
in-—but men who would try and do 
what they could for the benefit of 
this country. With the development 
of the co-operative spirit, internation¬ 
al differences would disappear. The 
position here was very different to 
what it was in England, and the ma¬ 
chinery at their disposal was inade¬ 
quate for the work they had in hand. 
He hoped as a result of their meet¬ 
ing that a turning point in the co¬ 
operative movement Wnuld ensue. 

Mr. Tom Barber sang “The Trum¬ 
peter” in fine form. 

Mr. C. G. Davidson, manager of 
the local Co-op. Association, in pro¬ 
posing the toast of “Slater Societies,” 
said he could assure them that he 
was never more pleased in his life 
when he heard Mr. May tell of the 
country where they murdered Co-op. 
managers. He was glad to say that 
nothing but complete harmony exist¬ 
ed here between the business men of 
Lloydminster and the Co-op. Associa¬ 
tion; though probably they looked 
upon them as a necessary evil. The 
Lloydminster Association appreciated 
the kindly assistance they had re¬ 
ceived from the sister associations,— 
and they would never be found lack¬ 
ing in returning the compliment. 

Mr. Harry Ketcheson, manager of 
tlie Davidson Co-op. Association, said 
he would not attempt to make a 
speech as the hour was getting late. 
Co-op. managers ofteif got discourag¬ 
ed, but after such a meeting as that 
one they went back to their work 
with a new outlook, a new inspira¬ 
tion and more efficiency. 

Mr. Frank Jones, in proposing “The' 
Town and Village of Lloydminster 
and the Board of Trade,” said he 
had helped to put up the first shack 
in Lloydminster and to put up tents, 
—and then went out and farmed. 
Those who couldn’t farm came to 
town and told them how to farm. 
He believed they were just now on 
the threshold of great development. 
If they were to have this develop¬ 
ment, they must have the co-opera¬ 
tion of town and district. They ow¬ 
ed a great deal to the Board of Trade 
and he thanked them for what had 
been done. He believed the town was 
trying to its part, and he hoped the 
country would line up and do theirs. 

Mr. Huxley (Mayor) briefly re¬ 
sponded, and said he could only 
reiterate what he had said in the 
way of welcome that morning to the 
delegates attending the Congress. 
Lloydminster had been co-operative 
25 years,-—most of it was done on 
the old steamship “Lake Manitoba” 
—though it was not very successful 
at that time. 

Mr. J. D. Hamilton, President of 
the Board of Trade, was very heartily 
received. He thanked them for the 
honor done to the Board of Trade by 
placing them in the toast list. "He 
joined in welcoming to Lloydminster 
the annual Congress and the distin¬ 
guished visitors. He was glad to 
say they had a live Board of Trade 
and a good Secretary. The Board 
consisted of leading business men of 
the town and prominent farmers 
from north, south, east and west. 
They had a good class of settler that 
did not take second place to any in 
Canada. He • sincerely hoped the 
Congress would prove a great success. 

The meeting was brought to a 
close by the singing of the National 
Anthem.

The People of Saskatchewan Have Oil at Their Door 

“Someone is going to find the key one of these days which will unlock the vast oil resources of the West and, when he does, Canada will be 
free as a nation from foreign dependence for her fuel oils.” This statement, in substance, was the recent remarkable prophecy of a geological 
authority, writing in a Canadian oil journal. His belief was expressed after a careful examination of the potential oil lands in the West. Since 
then his belief has been substantiated by reports of the Federal Geological Survey Branch of the Department of Mines, by drilling tests in the 
new oil fields and by the discovery of free oil of unusually high grade.

Sunday last was a red-letter day in 
the annals of Lloydminster and dis¬ 
trict, the occasion being the unveil¬ 
ing of the fine war memorial and the 
formal handing over of the .same to 
the town, village and district. This 
splendid cenotaph has beqn erected 
in perhaps the most suitable place 
it could be, viz: in front of the new 
public school, where the children of 
coming generations will be con¬ 
stantly reminded of those who laid 
down their lives in the cause of jus- 
tic and righteousness in the Great 
War. 

Although the roads were in a very 
bad state owing to the heavy rains 
of Friday night, yet scores of cars 
came in from all points, and includ¬ 
ing the school children, formed 
around the structure, there were pro¬ 
bably at least 1,500 persons present. 
On the platform erected alongside 
the monument were the Bishop of 
Saskatchewan (Bishop Lloyd) in his 
bishop’s scarlet robes, Rev A. Cross 
(Rector), Father Dobson (Catholic) 
T. F. Lund (Union), J. Lloyd Hughes 
(Presbyterian); L. Freeman, North- 
minster; Catechists Darby and Smith; 
Capt. Tobin, Salvation Army, and 
two cadets; the Mayor (W. L. Cam¬ 
eron, Esq.); Reeve J. D. Munro; Col. 
Laws (President of the War Memorial 
Committee); Messrs. Gordon Cook, 
(Chairman of school board) and S. 
M. Daly and A. S. Pollard (church¬ 
wardens). 

The Citizens’ Band and the com¬ 
bined choirs of the churches led the 
singing of the hymns) etc., tnder the 
direction of Mrs. A. Cross. 

The proceedings commenced by the 
singing of “O Canada,” and the hymn 
“O God our help in ages past,” then 
Father Dobson offered prayer. 

Col. Laws, D.S.O./C. de G., in his 
opening remarks said: ' My Lord 
Bishop and fellow citizens of Lloyd¬ 
minster and district, this memorial 
has been erected to the memory of 
those lads who laid down their lives 
in the Great War. He had the plea¬ 
sure of handing over the memorial 
to the Mayor of the Town of Lloyd¬ 
minster and the Reeve of Lloydmin¬ 
ster, as representing. Lloydminster 
and district, and hoped they would 
keep it as a place of beauty. He 
personally knew most of the lads 
whose names were on the monupaent 
and had the privilege of commanding 
some of them, and there were no 
better soldiers than those brave lads. 
He thought that the citizens of 
Lloydminster and district, in the 
erection, i pf thatjnejqorial had shown 
in a tangible way that they recog¬ 
nized what the soldiers had stood 
for. He hoped the place would be 
cared for and handed down to future 
citizens as Lloydminster’s tribute to 
the men of the district who had fall¬ 
en. He desired to, as the repre¬ 


sentative of the Memorial Committee 
formally to hand oVer the monument 
to the town and village. 

Mayor Cameron, in accepting the 
memorial on behalf of the town,said: 
Your Lordship, Bishop Lloyd, Col. 
Laws and fellow citizens. The duty 
of formally accepting into our keep¬ 
ing the memorial to our boys who 
gave their lives in the great war had 
fallen upon Mr. Munro and myself. 
Knowing the quality of the citizen¬ 
ship of the people of this district,and 
I refer to the entire district,—for 
my part it is with an easy mind that 
I accept this monument on your be¬ 
half, feeling confident that the sur¬ 
roundings will ever accord witli the 
nobleness of its purpose. Let this 
monument ever remind us and those 
who are to follow of the best tradi¬ 
tions of our race tc live honorably 
and be true unto death. 


Reeve Munro wished to endorse 
what the Mayor had said. They 
were there to represent the citizens 
of the town and district, for all had 
taken a share in the memorial. He 
would give all the assistance in his 
power to the Mayor in trying to pass 
on as a sacred trust what had now 
been committed to them. It would 
be an object lesson to the young of 
what had been done by those to 
whom the memorial had been erected 
The Rev. T. F. Lund then read the 
Scripture lesson, after which 
Bishop Lloyd addressed the big 
concourse of people, fie would like 
to say a word or two before the un¬ 


veiling. We gather'd there for a 
very special purpose. *The first thing 
that struck him was .hat the mem¬ 
orial committee had (jecided to place 
the memorial in the firefroht of the 
new school building. They did right. 
It was the custom in't.fhe Old Testa¬ 
ment days, to put up » pile of stones 
in this place or that place, so that 
the question might b<i asked in after 
days'What mean ye by these stones?-.’ 
It was by this means’-that a nation’s 
traditions could be built up. Their 
gathering was firstly k’memorial ser¬ 
vice in order to show? ’their affection 
for those who had ijild down their 
lives. We remembered and cherish¬ 
ed their memories,—fto the number 
of probably nearly life). They were' 
men we knew and w4 respected and 
loved them because tfiey did this as 
an example of self-sacrifice. No na¬ 
tion that endured wfis founded on 
selfishness. Probabfy the flags 
should float half-mast high for the 
first part of the memtiial service.but 
they should be raised to the top of 
the mast for the conanemoration of 
“our glorious dead,” 4s they thought 
what it had meant to<*hem. He look¬ 
ed for the preservation of what they 
called the British Empire, and the 
best guarantee was the acting to¬ 
gether of the Ethglish-speaking 
world, of which the ^British Empire 
was so large a parf' In order to 
maintain our country, our flag and 
our empire there must be devotion 
to duty, which was so strikingly ex¬ 
emplified by those wihom they were 
that day honoring.! There were 
others standing around, who had not 
paid the supreme sacrifice, but who 
had done everything ‘But that. We 
belonged to a great rjice, and it was 
made great by such commemorations 
as they were celebrating that day. 
They had developed a national con¬ 
science and a national responsibility. 
It was a religious gathering they 
were taking part in that day. Where 
were those men whose names appear¬ 
ed on the monument ? Was there 
nothing for those whq.had done their 
duty? They turned to the New Tes¬ 
tament and read such words as these 
“I would not have you to be ignorant 
brethren. To mourn as those without 
hope,” those who died in Christ Je¬ 
sus. All the way through the Old 
Testament and the Njcw the emphasis 
was laid on our seeing what was 
right, then doing it. 4 -Those who did 
their duty, whether -Utf To reward 
or not; those who ’aliTThelr duty'to 
the uttermost, have not lost by it 
They had lost perhaps five, 10, 15 o: 
20 years down here. They could say 
"We have done our duty to the very 
last; and now you do yours,”—and 
probably this was the hardest task, 
—for they had died defending their 
country, so we must build it along 
right lines. In closing, Bishop Lloyd 
said it was a matter to him of great 
pleasure in being present that after¬ 
noon,—and he used the word in the 
fullest sense. He then pulled the 
string that released the flags draped 
about the monument. 

The Rev. J. Lloyd Hughes then of¬ 
fered the dedicatory prayer. 

After the unveiling the hymn “For 
all the saints who from their labors 
rest,” was sung and the placing of 
the wreaths at the foot of the mem¬ 
orial was next in order. 

The “Last Post” was then sounded 
by Mr. Herbert Tebo, and the bene¬ 
diction by the Rev. A. Cross, L.Th., 
(Rector) with the National Anthem 
brought the proceedings to a close.

Fair days are fair days all the 
world over, but never was there a 
Fair day in Lloydminster to equal 
that of last Monday, when all pre¬ 
vious records set up by the Lloyd¬ 
minster Exhibition were shattered to 
the four winds, well over 8,000 per¬ 
sons entering through the gates. 

We do not propose to give a com¬ 
plete report of the Fair in this issue 
—indeed, at time of going to press 
Wednesday morning the judging was 
not completed; but we hope to give 
.the full list of prize winners in our 
next. Suffice it to say, this has been 
the greatest exhibition Lloydminstei 
has ever seen. We are contenting 
ourselves by giving as much space to 
Mr. Sapiro as we possibly can in the 
time at our disposal,—as our staff 
want to see the good things too. There 
can be no doubt that the platform 
attractions were the very best ever 
seen in Lloydminster, whilst the 
midways proved great money-getters. 


MR. SAPIRO’S ADDRESS 


As soon as Mr. Sapiro was sighted 
on the grounds he was greeted with 
rounds of applause. As the Presi¬ 
dent (Col. L^ws), Mr. Sapiro and 
his associates, and the Manager (Mr. 
Huxley) ascended the platform, the 
vast concourse on the grandstand 
gave a most hearty greeting to the 
distinguished visitor, and the band 
played “O Canada,”—and rockets 
were sent off. 

Col. Laws, D.S.Q., C. de G., made 
a short 1 speech, and' afterwards read 
a long address of welcome, and then 
asked Mr. Sapiro to open the Fair. 

Mr. Sapiro said he was particularly 
pleased that the good ^things men¬ 
tioned In the address wTre made by 
a member of the Alber'ta Pool, and 
was glad that any reside nt of Alberta 
had a good word to stiy about him. 

He had always known that he had 
many friends in Saskatchewan and 
was now happy to think that he had 
a few in Alberta (applause). The 
building of the Wheat Pool was the 
greatest thing in existence. It seem¬ 
ed impossible to them in the United 
States, where they had everything 
before Canada had, except “You,” 
said the speaker (meaning Canadian 
farmers, who had by their persever¬ 
ance and grit and determination to 
put the thing over,—which was 
lacking in the States). He came to 
bring a tribute to them, for. they had 
done a great thing—a thing his peo¬ 
ple were unable to do. It was one 
of the most marvellous things ever 
done by farmers, and he paid them 
the tribute of a great accomplish¬ 
ment. It was so great that a million 
people could take the credit of doing 
it without wronging the other fellow. 
When farmers did not make money 
they had no money to spend, but 
when they did make money they 
spent it and the whole nation reaped 
the benefit. The Pool had made 10c 
to 15c per bushel extra for every 
bushel of wheat sold in Canada dur¬ 
ing the past three years,—but that 
was not the biggest result of the 
Pool. Farmers had thought that the 
marketing of their grain was a mys¬ 
terious business and they had to take 
whatever was given for it. They 
were now running their own busi¬ 
ness, and it was in their own hands. 
They were not on their knees to any 
speculator. They had now taken 
'charge of their own affair and run¬ 
ning it for themselves; and'that was 
the big thing that had come out of 
the Wheat Pool. They stood shoul¬ 
der to shoulder on a common prob¬ 
lem, and they had found out they 
could solve it, whatever the difficul¬ 
ties were. They had learned to run 


'their business bettor in four years 


than any speculator could run it in 
forty years, and they were mate' ig 
money out of their wtieat these days. 

The speaker said there was mere 
discontent in the United States than 
iliere was four years ago, for t.h-y 
did not stick to their principles. 
They started Pools in various States, 
hut did (iot get promises of more 
than about a million or a million and 


i half bushels; therefore the Pool 
n one State after another went to 
)ieces. They didn’t start right, and 
did not stick together when started, 
they went to the politicians to get 
hem a good price for their produce. 
iVhilst in,Canada they insisted on 50 
icr cent, of the grain before starting, 
n the States the wheat growers had 
lot even the courage to unite in 
lettering the wheat markets, and 
hey hardly believed what Canada 
nid done. The primary function of 
■o-operation was that the producers 
lad something to do with the price 
if it. They had been told by the 
speculators that the law of supply 
and .demand .governed the price of 
wheat. Who controls the price? the 
fellow who adjusts the supply to the 
demand,—and this was what the 
Fool was doing. As individual far¬ 
mers they could do nothing. But they 
had organized 5 0 per cent, of Mani¬ 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, and 
they had a huge volume of wheat 
flowing through their channels, 
which would be the chief factor in 
the world in helping to hold the 
world price of wheat up to a level. 
The big thing they had done was to 
organize more than half the wheat 
of Canada—and they were on their 
feet to-day-. It was surprising to say 
that there were still a lot of farmers 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta who had not joined. Probably 
it was because of the arguments of 
the speculators. They had been told 
they could never get 50 per cent, of 
the wheat; could never build ele¬ 
vators, and so on. But the fact of 
the matter was that they had ob¬ 
tained more than 50 per cent, of the 
wheat, and had bought elevators in 
chunks, and were ready to pay for 
them in advance. They had done 
ill the things the scoffers had said 
they couldn’t do! The first year the 
Pool made good; the second year it 
rnd made good; and the third year 
t was still making good. Lots of 
farmers are going to sign the con- 
ract—those who were fair would 
indoubtedly do so; but some would 
tot, they would still find excuses. 
Some men would always be contrary 
Jthers professed to be unable to un- 
ierstand the Pool, which was strange 
lfter all the propaganda that had 
seen made. In Denmark they taught 
;o-operative principles in the public 
schools. 

The speaker thought- the Alberta 
’ool was good—it was the first to 
)G started, but why had it not grown 
n Alberta as rapidly as it had done 
n Saskatchewan. The \Vh°at Pool 
vas a great organization, and 
io man who was a director in other 
lompanies should be allowed to sit■ 

S n the Wheat Pool. He did not ap- 
l-ove of any pool being run by any 
tilers but its own members. This 
robably was one of the reasons for 
■the lack of success of the Alberta 
Pool. He strongly advised that Pool 
members keep out of politics. Join 
jthe Progressives if they liked,—but 
ikeep politics out of the Pool. Al- 
jberta would go ahead faster and 
more solidly by keeping the Pool 
■wholly -out of politics. Canada.was 
better off to-day than she was four 
years ago, which was wholly and 
solely due to the Pool. If they 
doubted that let them look at the 
slate of tilings in America. Others 
say that the Pool has benefited- the 
market, but will not join, as they 
can get all the benefits without pay¬ 
ing anything for it. This class re¬ 
minded him of one of the animals 
that the Lord commanded the Jews 
not to eat (laughter). 

Mr. Sapiro said they should en¬ 
deavour to get everybody in the Pool 
by persuasion,—but no little group 
of men not joining ought to be al¬ 
lowed to hinder the Pool, and to help 
the speculator. Every man who 
hauls a bushel of wheat to a non¬ 
pool elevator was their enemy, by 
supplying ammunition to their ene¬ 
mies—the speculators. This was; 
not fair human doctrine, and they 
didn’t live that way. All Anglo- 
Saxon countries were built up -on the 
system of rule by majority. The 


law in British South Africa was that; 
whenever 75 per cent, of the far=- ^ 
mers voted for co’-operative markets 
it, compelled the 25 per cent, minor¬ 
ity to fall in line. Frankly, he was 
of the opinion that there ought to be 
like law in Saskatchewan and Al¬ 
berta, and that every man’s wheat 
must be delivered to the Pool. They: 
had to face the question frankly, 
and should not allow these men to 
stay on the outside and ruin the Pool. 
Men should not be allowed to specu¬ 
late with the food stuffs of the world 
-—one of the two ought to go—either 
co-operative marketing or specula¬ 
tion; there should not be room for 
both. They must realize that what 
they had done was but the beginning 
of the improvement, for, before they 
finished they would be doing co¬ 
operative buying; and finally it would/ 
be a Co-operative Commonwealth. 
Co-operation built up brotherhood; 
and made men. The speaker said 
he was not there to hurt anybody, 
but to stop someone from hurting • 
them. They must get the full 100 
per cent, of the grain by law, and 
this was his message to them.. They 
must get all they could to join the 
Pool voluntarily and use compulsion 
on the little fringe of those who 
would not join. Mr. Sapiro then de¬ 
clared the Fair open, and thanked 
them 1 all for their patient listening 
to his address. The speaker was 
cheered to the echo time and again 
during his wonderful speech. 

Col. Laws then asked Mr. Saj^ -
